RECORDED SOUND 


History in sound has become a commonplace. Broadcasting has brought 
about the recording of the voices of the great, a nightingale in a wood, 
historic occasions, trivial occasions, plays, symphonies, the news. All caught 
and preserved for posterity on wax; a generally accepted technique, a new 
form of immortality. 

Equally accepted are recordings of music of all kinds, made, processed and 
sold in large quantities by the commercial gramophone companies, used in 
homes, in schools, in universities, for diversion and education. In this article 
we are concerned to consider a less well known and developed technique, 
the commercial recording of the spoken word in all its forms; to assess the 
value of the records as artistic performances, their usefulness in education, 
and as aids in gaining and widening the knowledge of the language and 
literature of a foreign country. 

The theme is speech, the variations infinite: a modern poet reading his 
own poems; anthologies of the poetry of the past unified by form, by time, 
by an actor’s voice; Shakespeare in scenes, in soliloquies, in purple passages; 
Beowulf correctly pronounced; prose; colloquialisms, dialects, broadcast 
English. One standard is essential: that the records should stand the test of 
continual replaying; easy perhaps in language records, not so easy in a 
histrionic performance. 

In the recording of contemporary poetry, controversy immediately arises. 
Should a living poet read his own poetry? Is the gain in immediacy, the 
interest in the personality behind the voice, sufficient to balance the possible 
lack of experience, the danger of monotony? Do the mental rhythms in the 
poet’s head emerge in his voice? Can he do better than the trained virtuoso? 
“His Master’s Voice’ and the British Council are attempting to answer these 
questions in their series of contemporary poets reading their own poems, 
launched in 1947 by the recording of T. S. Eliot reading Four Quartets 
(HMV C 3598-603, 28s.6d.). In his introduction to this recording Mr. Eliot 
comments: ‘A recording of a poem read by its author is no more definitive 
an “interpretation” than a recording of a symphony conducted by the com- 
poser. A poem, if it is of any depth and complexity, will have meanings in 
it concealed from the author, and should be capable of being read in many 
ways, and with a variety of emotional emphases. A good poem, indeed, is 
one which even the most inexpert reading cannot exhaust. What the record- 
ing of a poem by its author can and should preserve is the way that poem 
sounded to the author when he had finished it. The disposition of lines on 
the page, and the punctuation (which includes the absence of punctuation 
marks, when they are omitted where the reader would expect them) can 
never give an exact notation of the author’s metric. The chief value of the 
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author’s record, then, is as a guide to the rhythms. Another reader, reciting 
the poem, need not feel bound to reproduce these rhythms; but, if he has 
studied the author’s version, he can assure himself that he is departing from 
it deliberately, and not from ignorance.’ 

In listening to this recording the sustained attention necessary results in an 
emotional experience distinct from, and in many ways richer than, that 
gained in reading the poem. The rhythms emerge dispassionately, pointing 
the meaning of the lines and the overtones of the poetry; the recurring images 
linger in the ear with the insistency of musical phrases. 

In the readings in the same series by Cecil Day Lewis (Twelve poems, 
HMV C 3764-6, 14s.3d.) and Stephen Spender (Thirteen poems, HMV 
C 3987-9, 14s.3d.), the poems are shorter, the movement is less symphonic, 
and the techniques of reading are necessarily more varied, but, particularly 
in the longer poems such as Spender’s Tom’s A-Cold or Day Lewis's sonnet 
sequence O Dreams, O Destinations, the same distinctive impression lingers 
in the mind. 

Edith Sitwell’s experiments with poetry to be read with a background of 
music were greeted with derision by the general public when they were first 
publicly performed with music by William Walton in 1923. Since then both 
the poems and the music in the Fasade Suites have become increasingly 
popular, and the style of writing and method of presentation generally 
accepted. In the recording of Facade (Decca K 991-2, 10s.6d.) eleven of the 
poems are read by Edith Sitwell and Constant Lambert. 

The Irish incantatory style favoured by W. B. Yeats and his circle can be 
heard in two short poems by James Stephens (London Library of Recorded 
English, Volume I, United Programmes, 68s.6d.) and in James Joyce’s reading 
of Anna Livia Plurabelle, the lyrical colloquy of the River Liffey from Fin- 
negan’s Wake (Orthological Institute, 23s.6d.). One can only mourn in this 
context the lack of any commercial recording of Yeats reading his own poems. 

Three recordings by the older contemporary poets, Sir Henry New- 
bolt (COL. D 40181-2, 9s.6d.), John Drinkwater (COL. D 40140-1, 9s.6d.) 
and Victoria Sackville-West (COL. D 40192-3, 9s.6d.) complete this brief 
survey of poets reading their own work. It is to be hoped that others will 
follow and that the younger writers will not be overlooked. 

Anthologies of various kinds have been issued by a number of companies. 
Perhaps the most ambitious is the Columbia Anthology of British Poetry edited 
by Patric Dickinson and issued under the auspices of the British Council. 
This anthology is planned to cover the whole range of English poetry up 
to the present day; four poets are issued each year, two records are devoted 
to each poet. The first volume contains passages from the Prologue to the 
Canterbury Tales (COL. DX 1572-3, 9s.6d.), partly in a transcription into 
modern English by Nevill Coghill, partly in Chaucerian English: an experi- 
ment of particular interest, successful both artistically and historically. The 
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re-creation of fourteenth-century English, which has been established by 
philological research, is read by Nevill Coghill; and the translation read by 
Cecil Trouncer is successful in retaining the rhythms and the freshness of 
language of the original. 

In recording poetry the consort of voice and poet is of particular im- 
portance, as is the avoidance of all vocal mannerisms. The ‘poetry voice’, 
the epiglottis furred with emotion, affectation in vowel or rhythm, all are 
particularly irritating in performances which must stand continual replaying. 
Stephen Murray’s reading of fourteen poems by William Wordsworth (COL. 
DX 1601-2 and DB 2672-4, 9s.6d. and 11s.3d.) is notable for the absence 
of these affectations. The personality is not obtruded, yet the poetry gains 
enormously from the richness of the voice and the intelligent interpretation. 
In the same way the poetry emerges with clarity and fresh meaning from the 
often complicated texture of metaphysical imagery and involved rhythms 
in Anthony Quayle’s reading of eight poems by John Donne (COL. DX 
1729-30, 9s.6d.) and sixteen sonnets by William Shakespeare (COL. DX 
1773-4, 98.6d.) in the same anthology. The two volumes of poems by John 
Milton (COL. DX 1794-5, 9s.6d.) and Alexander Pope (COL. DX 1777-8, 
gs.6d.) form an interesting contrast. George Rylands, with incisive diction 
and precision of rhythm and tone, points the satire and underlines the irony 
enclosed in the heroic couplets of Pope. From Stephen Murray comes an 
unhurried yet not ponderous movement of the voice, binding together in- 
voluted clause with clause to form the monumental periods of Paradise Lost. 
Ten poems by W. B. Yeats read by Cecil Day Lewis and Mary O'Farrell 
(COL. DX 1637-8, 9s.6d.), seven poems and ballads by Rudyard Kipling 
read by Carleton Hobbs and Bernard Miles (COL. DX 1686-7, 9s.6d.) and 
three Border Ballads read by Ian Stewart (COL. DX 1673, 4s.9d.) complete 
the volumes so far issued in this series, which is steadily becoming the embryo 
of a first-class anthology. As in all anthologies many favourite poems have 
inevitably been omitted, but in each volume the choice of poems reveals as 
many aspects of the poet’s work as is possible within the limitations. 

Another form of anthology is that issued under the title of the London 
Library of Recorded English. The poems are taken from every century, the 
voice differs with each poem. Of the four six-record volumes so far issued, 
two are devoted to lyrical verse, one to narrative verse, and one to scenes 
from Shakespeare (United Programmes, each volume 68s.6d.). The voices 
of a famous actress and acter unify the two short anthologies of The Voice 
of Poetry (COL. DB 1854-9 and DB 1886-91, each volume 22s.6d.) in which 
the poems are read by Edith Evans and John Gielgud. Particularly intended 
for children are two sets of records by Carleton Hobbs and Hermione 
Hannen: Poems for Young Children (HMV C 3860-3, 19s.) contains poems 
by Lewis Carroll, Edward Lear, R. L. Stevenson, and traditional rhymes; 
the other is devoted to Nursery Rhymes (HMV B 9982-3, 7s.6d.). A series 
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made in Scotland and issued under the title Scottish Records consists of authen- 
tic readings of Robert Burns and other Scottish poets (Burns series: SR 
1247-52, 36s.; miscellaneous: SR 1001, 1026-7, 1041-3, 30s.). 

There are few major English poets whose work is not included in one or 
other of these anthologies, but, with the exception of a collection of extracts 
from nineteenth-century writers read by Walter Ripman (COL. D 40123-4, 
4013I-2, 40148, 23s.9d.), there are no readings from prose other than that 
of the Bible, an omission which one hopes will soon be remedied. 

It is unfortunately true that none of the recordings of Shakespeare’s plays 
has so far been entirely successful. Recording demands its own techniques; 
transferring sound tracks from films, recording an actual stage performance 
in the theatre, pinning down famous passages, all these have been tried and 
all in part have been found wanting. Sound tracks from Laurence Olivier’s 
film versions of Hamlet (HMV C 3755-7, 14s.3d.) and Henry V (HMV 
C3583-6, 19s.) have been issued by His Master’s Voice; the Shakespeare 
Memorial Theatre Company of 1945 has been recorded in scenes from The 
Merry Wives of Windsor, The Tempest and Richard II (Oriole Records, sos.). 
John Gielgud reads passages from a number of the plays in a volume pub- 
lished by Linguaphone (35s.sd.), and a set of particular interest is that made 
by the schoolboys of Sloane School, London (Linguaphone, 35s.5d.) in which 
the performances emulate those of professional actors in their maturity of 
expression and tone. Nevertheless, in general a good recording of Shake- 
speare still remains to be made. More successful are the recordings of the 
Christmas Morning Sermon from T. S. Eliot’s Murder in the Cathedral spoken 
by Robert Speaight (HMV B 8499, 3s.9d.) and the famous ‘handbag’ scene 
from Oscar Wilde’s The Importance of being Earnest played by John Gielgud 
and Edith Evans (HMV B 8883, 3s.9d.). 

The value of records in learning languages has been well established by 
the success of the language courses recorded by the Linguaphone Institute. 
The basic course is the Conversation Course (Linguaphone, £13.13s.4d.) 
issued in English and nineteen other languages. The course consists of thirty 
recorded lessons; texts and grammars are provided, but the emphasis is on 
absorbing the language through the ear by the direct method. Travel courses 
(Linguaphone, £13.13s.4d.) in English, French and Italian, and a short 
course Brush up your English (Linguaphone, 30s.8d.) are intended for students 
who already have some knowledge of each language. Courses in languages 
other than English are also published by His Master’s Voice. 

The Conversation Course in English is supplemented by a number of 
shorter courses dealing with particular aspects of the language. Cardinal 
Vowels (Linguaphone, 5s.4d.) by Professor Daniel Jones, gives the pro- 
nunciation of English vowel sounds, and this can be supplemented by Talks 
on English Pronunciation (Linguaphone, 17s.) by P. A. D. McCarthy, giving 
the pronunciation of English vowels and diphthongs in comparison with 
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those of French and German. A more specialized set of records by Professor 
Lloyd James on Broadcast English (Linguaphone, 9s.8d.) clarifies the pro- 
nunciation of difficult words in which the position of the stresses is in doubt. 
The intonations of words, phrases and sentences are covered also by Everyday 
Sentences in Spoken English by Palmer and Blandford (Linguaphone, 30s.8d.) 
and Talks on English Speech by Professor Lloyd James (Linguaphone, 30s.8d.). 
English Talks for Schools by P. A. D. McCarthy is particularly intended for 
school children and consists of simple phrases and nursery rhymes, both 
spoken and sung. This is in two parts (Linguaphone, each 38s.4d.). 

Deviations from standard English are dealt with in a series of twelve 
records British Dialects (British Drama League, £4.10s.) illustrating twenty- 
four of the regional dialects of English, and in English Pronunciation through 
the Centuries (Linguaphone, 30s.8d.) in which passages of Old, Middle, and 
seventeenth- and eighteenth-century English are read in the original pro- 
nunciation. 

George Bernard Shaw gives a final fillip to the Linguaphone language 
teaching records in a talk which he called Spoken English and Broken English 
(Linguaphone, 15s.2d.). He gives this advice to foreigners: ‘If you are learn- 
ing English because you intend to travel in England and wish to be under- 
stood there, do not try to speak English perfectly, because if you do no one 
will understand you.’ 

Shavian paradoxes apart, the recorded voice can—and should—play its 
part in imprinting on the mind the cadences of a language from the collo- 
quialisms of everyday speech to the complicated rhythmic patterns and 
imagery of the metaphysical poet.

Painting, Drawing, 
Engraving, Applied Art. Courtauld Institute of Art. Cambridge University Press, 35. 
21°$ cm. 237 : 280 pages. Index. Paper bound. 

This is the first volume to appear since 1939 of an important bibliography of the history 

of British art. The two parts contain a total of 5,365 classified references to books and 

articles covering the fine and applied arts which appeared in 1938-45. At the end of 

Part 2 is a 66-page index of subjects and authors. A particularly valuable feature of this 

bibliography is the wide range of periodical literature, both English and foreign, which 

has been consulted.

READERS’ GUIDE TO BOOKS ON THE FACE OF ENGLAND. 
Library Association, County Libraries Section, 1s. 24°5 cm. 44 pages. Map. Paper 
bound. (Readers’ Guides, New Series, No. 13) 

The literature of English topography, antiquities, architecture and geology is very 

extensive and this bibliography does not attempt to be complete. Most guide books are 

omitted but nevertheless a wide selection of books is included, mainly grouped under 
individual counties. There are also sections under headings such as Castles; Hills and 

Mountains; Houses, Cottages and Gardens; Inns; Rivers and Canals; Windmills and 

Watermills, etc., as well as a general section. The student, the visitor from overseas 

and the holiday-maker should find the guide invaluable. (016-9142) 


PHILOSOPHY 


RALPH CUDWORTH. An Interpretation. J. A. Passmore. Cambridge University 
Press, 158. 22°2 cm. 130 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

A straightforward and systematic account of the philosophy of Ralph Cudworth 

(1617-88), Master of Christ’s College and one of the Cambridge Platonists. Mr. 

Passmore’s examination is of particular value in that it shows the position adopted in 

the middle of seventeenth-century conflicts by one who attempted to graft the findings 
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of the new science on to the old stock of traditional metaphysics and, further, maintain 
a religious and idealistic philosophy against the materialism of Hobbes. Cudworth’s 
views on mind and nature, his ethics, epistemology and psychology are successively 
discussed, together with his relationship to Locke, Shaftesbury and other contempo- 
rary moralists. This is accompanied by some examination of Cambridge Platonism as 
a whole and Cudworth’s differences with Henry More and Benjamin Whichcote. (192) 


RELIGION [AND THEOLOGY] 


THE EPISTLE TO THE EPHESIANS: Its Authorship, Origin and Purpose. 
C. Leslie Mitton. Oxford University Press, 30s. 22-8 cm. 356 pages. Bibliography. 
Indexes. 

Dr. Mitton, of Handsworth College, Birmingham, here discusses the vexed problem of 

the origin and authorship of the Epistle to the Ephesians. A summary of the arguments 

for and against the Pauline authorship is followed by a detailed examination of the 
relation of the Epistle to Colossians and other Pauline writings. The external and 
internal evidence for its date is reassessed and it is maintained that the author was 
someone other than St. Paul but that his purpose was to give a comprehensive account 
of Pauline teaching. Although the difficulties of this theory are more formidable than 
those which they attempt to remove, the writer has certainly made a learned contribu- 
tion to New Testament studies. (227-5) 


THE GRACE OF GUADALUPE. Frances Parkinson Keyes. Burns Oates, 
10s.6d. 19 cm. 168 pages. 9 illustrations. Notes. 


The author recounts the story of the devout, illiterate Indian, Juan Diego, who 
believed that he had been called by the Virgin Mary to go to Mexico City to assure the 
Faithful of her love and to initiate the erection of a shrine in her honour. Mrs. Keyes 
describes his pilgrimage with fine feeling and artistic skill; she introduces us to various 
characters associated with Juan’s mission and traces the growing influence of the cult 
of the Virgin of Guadalupe upon the lives of the inhabitants of Central and South 
America. The book is well produced and the illustrations are excellent. (231-73) 


LIFT UP YOUR HEART. Fulton J. Sheen. Blandford Press, 13s.6d. 20-9 cm. 
280 pages. 
These popular studies by the Professor of Philosophy in the Catholic University of 
America are concerned with the conflict within every man between the ‘ego’ which 
sets itself up as the arbiter of truth and right and the ‘I’ which is conscious of ancternal 
destiny. True freedom can only be found, we are told, when the ego becomes detached 
from its self deception and the ‘I’—man as he really is—acknowledges the authority of 
the ‘Christ-Mind’. The author has an attractive style and offers spiritual direction of a 
kind that can be understood and practised by those who wish to advance from the 
frustrations of an egocentric life to the divine level. (248) 


THE ART OF PREACHING. Ferdinand Valentine. Burns Oates, 18s. 
22°2 cm. 224 pages. Index. 

Father Valentine, 0.p., tells us that his book is written not for experienced preachers 

but for young priests and those training for the active apostolate. There are, however, 

few preachers, experienced or inexperienced, who would not benefit from a careful 

study of these pages. The first part deals with the technique of preaching, and the author

has some wise things to say about the preparation of the sermon, spiritual and psycho- 
logical hindrances to effective preaching, articulation, acoustics and the use of the 
hands. In the second part what are called “types of preaching’ come under review, and 
we have an exposition of the principles and methods to be used in sacramental direc- 
tion, the conduct of discussion groups and retreats, and speaking to children. (251) 


GOSPEL AND LAW. C. H. Dodd. Cambridge University Press, 9s. 20°9 cm. 
92 pages. 
This volume, which represents the Bampton Lectures delivered in 1950 at Columbia 
University, New York, deals with the relation of faith and ethics in the New Testa- 
ment. Professor Dodd contends that we cannot understand either the ethical or 
religious content of Christianity unless the two are held together within a single 
organic whole. The ethical teaching of the early Church is examined so as to show 
that, although it follows in general outline the patterns of such teaching found in other 
schools, it has its own distinctive motives and sanctions derived from the life, death and 
resurrection of Christ and from His teaching as handed down to the Christian com- 
munity. The treatment of these issues is marked by the author’s characteristic insight 
and impeccable scholarship and the book may be unreservedly recommended. (261) 


INTO ALL LANDS. The History of the Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel in Foreign Parts, 1701-1950. H. P. Thompson. S.P.C.K., 42s. 22°2 cm. 
776 pages. 15 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

In connection with the recent celebration of the 252th anniversary of the Society for 

the Propagation of the Gospel, the Rev. H. P. Thompson, for many years its editorial 

secretary, was commissioned to write a history of the Society. Mr. Thompson has 
performed a difficult task with great skill. He traces the growth of the Society from 
the humblest beginnings and describes its achievements, which embrace almost every 
land, in the light of the changing religious and political background at home and 
abroad. The work is well documented and free use is made of hitherto unpublished 
material from the archives of the Society. While the book will be warmly welcomed 
by all students of Church history, it should prove, by reason both of its content and 


style, of absorbing interest to the general reader. The Archbishop of Canterbury 
contributes a foreword. (266-342) 


THE OFFICIAL YEAR-BOOK OF THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY 
OF THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND, 1952. 7oth year. Church Information 
Board of the Church Assembly and S.P.C.K., 12s.6d. 21 cm. $48 pages. Index. 

To avoid increasing the cost of the Year-book certain economies have been effected in 

this issue. The section on Diocesan Boards of Finance has been omitted, matter has 

been rearranged and strict compression exercised throughout. The customary review 
of the past year appears as a separate article, and two other articles of special interest 
are ‘The Canon Law of the Church of England: Progress and Importance of the 

Revision’, by Canon A. F. Smethurst, and “The Anglican Church in Australia: Old 

Problems and New Developments’, by the Very Rev. Roy S. Lee. As usual, there is 

information on the dioceses and the Church Assembly, with a “Who’s Who’ of the 

Church Assembly, and a list of Organizations of the Church, with sections on the 

Church overseas. Details are also given of the Theological Faculties and Colleges of the 

English Universities, and the Central Advisory Council of Training for the Ministry.

POPULATION GROWTH IN MALAYA. A Survey of Recent Trends. 
T. E. Smith. Royal Institute of International Affairs, 15s. 22-2 cm. 134 pages. 6 figures. 
2 maps. 64 tables. Index. 


This study is the fruit of a Commonwealth Fund Fellowship held at Princeton 
University, U.S.A., by a member of the Malayan Civil Service. Malaya offers an 
exceptional field for population studies owing to the three races represented, Malays, 
Chinese, and Indians, and the complex political problem which arises from the 
increased proportion of Chinese children with a corresponding diminution in Malayan 
and Indian. The fertility ratios of each community are separately analysed, and the 
conclusion drawn that Malaya, not yet faced with irremediable problems of over- 
population, may present a model to other Asiatic countries. (301°3)

This important reference book contains information concerning all countries of the 

world, and the United Nations and subsidiary organizations. The different sections 

deal exhaustively with the area and population of each country, constitution, educa- 
tion, finance, production and industry, and communications. The shorter edition 
omits the detailed surveys of the various countries and the miscellaneous information 
on science, literature, drama and films contained in the full editions. In this issue there 
is a special Supplement, with index, covering the British General Election of October

the gradual increase in self-government in these areas. There is also a full account of

This volume of documents from the archives of the German Foreign Ministry em- 

braces Germany’s relations with the Great Powers from the signature of the Munich 

Agreement to Hitler’s seizure of Czechoslovakia. Nearly half of the book illustrates 

Germany’s relations with Czechoslovakia, and the remainder with Great Britain, 

France, Italy, the Holy See, the Soviet Union, the United States, and the Far East. 

The documents were selected jointly by the British, French and United States editors.

BREVIATE OF PARLIAMENTARY PAPERS, 1917-1939. Compiled 
by P. Ford and G. Ford. Blackwell (Oxford), 52s.6d. 25-4 cm. 619 pages. Index. 

Percy Ford, Professor of Economics, University College, Southampton, has con- 

ceived and carried out a work which is of the greatest possible value to research 

workers in the field of the social sciences. During the years 1917-39 covered by this 
volume, hundreds of committees and commissions, at the instigation of the British 

Government, studied and reported on a wide variety of subjects. 1,200 of these reports 
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on political, constitutional, social and commercial questions are listed and summarized 
in this volume. There are subject and title indexes and a list of chairmen, so that the 
required document can be located from the minimum information. The compilers 
justly claim that in addition to its usefulness as a work of reference, this work should 
not only ‘increase both the appreciation and the use of the original documents’ but 
also give ‘a comprehensive and impressive view of the dynamics of a modern society’

THEORIES OF SURPLUS VALUE. Karl Marx. Edited by Karl Kautsky. 
Translated from the German by G. A. Bonner and Emile Burns. Lawrence & 
Wishart, 25s. 22-2 cm. 432 pages. Index. 

Between 1905 and 1910 there were published, under the editorship of Karl Kautsky, 

three volumes entitled Theorien tiber den Mehrwert, consisting of material which Marx 

had intended for Volume I V of his Kapital. A selection of the material is given here; it 
consists of studies of the Physiocrats, Adam Smith, David Ricardo and other econo- 
mists who preceded Marx, and ranges over such subjects as the nature and origin of 
surplus sine the determination of the price of production, the laws of the acc umula- 


tion of capital, and the nature and causes of crises. The volume is an important addition 
to the original work. (330.15) 


ECONOMETRICS. J. Tinbergen. Translated from the Dutch by H. Rijken van 
Olst. Allen & Unwin, 36s. 22-8 cm. 270 pages. 35 figures. Bibliography. Index. 
The original edition of this work was widely used by economists and statisticians. For 
the translation it has been revised and enlarged. Without demanding any detailed 
knowledge of mathematics or statistics it explains the relationship of econometrics to 
economics and statistics, shows the working methods of econometrics, its applications, 
and in particular the use of econometric research for the purpose of economic policy. 
The author is well kn wn for his numerous articles in technic at joorm als and as director 
of the League of Nations’ study on Statistical Testing of Business-Cycle Theories; he is a 
professor at the Netherlands School of Economics, Rotterdam. (330.18) 


WHAT DO ECONOMISTS KNOW? Six Lectures on Economics in the 
Crisis of Democracy. Benjamin Higgins. Melbourne University Press (Melbourne, 
Australia): Cambridge University Press (London), 15s. 22-2 cm. 166 pages. References. 

The Canadian economist, Benjamin Higgins, here presents in only slightly modified 

form a series of public lectures delivered while he was Ritchie Professor of Research in 

Economics in the University of Melbourne. The lectures are intended primarily for 

the ‘intelligent layman’, and are designed to give an understanding of the nature, scope 

and significance of expert knowledge in economics so that economists may be assisted 
in their efforts to achieve their proper function in society. Ample bibliographical 

references are supplied. (330-4) 


ECONOMICS OF PAKISTAN. S. M. Akhtar. 2nd edition. Publishers United 
(Lahore, Pakistan), Rs.15. 21 cm. 679 pages. 

The author is head of the Department of Economics, Punjab University, and has been 

a delegate to various international bodies. Though the presentation is not attractive, 

this is the only comprehensive account of the economic life of this new country—its 

agriculture, land revenue systems, famine relief policies, industrial policies, foreign 

trade, currency and finance—and as such is of value for reference. (330°9547) 
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NIGERIAN LAND LAW AND CUSTOM. T. Olawale Elias. Routledge & 
Kegan Paul, 25s. 22-2 cm. 354 pages. Map. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 
This is the first systematic study of the whole system of land tenure in Nigeria, and an 
attempt to examine and systematize, as far as possible, the principles of indigenous 
land tenure. After an historical introduction, there are chapters on problems of owner- 
ship in the colony and in the protectorate, on corollaries of crown ownership, indige- 
nous systems of tenure, alienation of land (inter vivos), servitudes, easements, etc., 
inheritance and succession, and land registration. In his conclusion, Dr. Elias sum- 
marizes current tendencies and outstanding problems in relation to future social and 
economic progress. (33309669) 


INCOME TAXES IN THE COMMONWEALTH. A Digest, in two 
volumes, of the Laws Imposing Taxes on Income in the Commonwealth. Vol. I. 
H.M. Stationery Office, 18s. 22-2 cm. 430 pages. Index. 

This volume deals with taxes on income in Australia, Canada, Ceylon, India, New 

Zealand, Pakistan and the Union of South Africa, and the second volume, in prepara- 

tion, will deal with the remainder of the Commonwealth. The section for each 

country is subdivided so as to deal with particular types of tax, such as super tax, social 
services contribution, etc., and, where applicable, details of provincial taxes are given 
as well. There are also details of double taxation agreements. References to relevant 
sections of legislation are given throughout. The work will be kept up to date by 
means of annual supplements. (336-24) 


THE BRITISH TARIFF SYSTEM. E. B. McGuire. 2nd edition. Methuen, 
18s. 22-2 cm. 372 pages. Index. 
The author describes the more permanent features of the customs and excise tariff—its 
history, principles and working—and therefore avoids giving detailed schedules. As in 
the edition of 1939, he discusses the questions of money values and the tariff, protec- 
tion, warehousing, imperial preference and trade bargaining; in addition, he now gives 
chapters to cover such recent developments as the introduction of purchase tax, the 
constrictions imposed by the Havana Charter, the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade and other international undertakings, and the discussions for a European Customs 
Union. (337°0942) 


GOLD IN AUSTRALIA. Edited by Charles Barrett. Cassell (Melbourne, 
Australia, and London), 30s. 25-4 cm. 100 pages. 27 illustrations. 
The story of gold-mining in Australia and the great part it has played in increasing the 
prosperity and population of the country since the first discovery of gold in payable 
quantity in 1851 is here outlined. Chapters on gold-mining in each of the six states and 
the Northern Territory are contributed by different authorities. An additional chapter 
tells of the finding of the great nuggets, while the ninth chapter, by the editor, dis- 
cusses the work of Samuel Thomas Gill whose paintings provide such a good record of 
life on the goldfields in the early days. (338-2) 


GOLDEN YEARS, 1851-1951. Editor in Chief, E. A. Doyle. Published by 
the Victorian Government (Melbourne, Australia) to Celebrate the Centenary of the 
Discovery of Gold in Victoria, 39s. 28-5 cm. 203 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Tables. 
Index. 

The discovery of gold in Victoria coincided with the establishment in the colony of 

its own government. This book presents an attractive record of the progress of the 

gold-mining industry from the days of the great gold rushes to the present. It is lavishly 
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illustrated in black and white and colour, many of the reproductions being from 
engravings and original paintings, notably those of S. T. Gill, popular artist of the 
diggings, who died in 1880. Relevant statistics are set out in an appendix. (338-2) 


THE ETHICS OF REDISTRIBUTION. Bertrand de Jouvenal. Cambridge 
University Press, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 102 pages. 
Baron de Jouvenal, author of L’ Economie Dirigée and other works, delivered these two 
lectures at Corpus Christi College, Cambridge, in 1949 in the series of Boutwood 
Lectures. The first, on The Socialist Ideal, discusses socialist arguments for the redistri- 
bution of incomes. In the other, State Expenditure, after pointing out that taxation 
is not purely disincentive, he considers the effects of State financial policies on the 
distribution of the national income, including the incomes of corporate bodies. In an 
appendix he discusses the potentialities of pure redistribution. (339°3)

LAW AND SOCIAL CHANGE IN CONTEMPORARY BRITAIN. 
W. Friedmann. Stevens & Sons, 37s.6d. 22-2 cm. 346 pages. Tables. Index. 
Dr. Friedmann, who is Professor of Law in the University of Toronto, has made an 
outstanding contribution to the discussion and understanding of the relation of law and 
social change. He has opened up a new approach to legal problems. This study is 
comparative, with references to Continental law and the British Dominions, but recent 
legal and social developments in Britain comprise its main contents. The first of the 
four parts analyses the transformation of many aspects of the common law, civil and 
criminal; Part II deals with the place of public law in contemporary English law; the 
third part discusses some aspects of statute law in the light of modern social develop- 
ments. The last part, on the welfare state and the rule of law, attempts to show how the 
vastly increased functions of the modern state can be reconciled with the traditions of 
the common law and with democratic government. (340) 


A HISTORY OF THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. F. P. Walters. 2 vols. 
Oxford University Press, 60s. 25-4 cm. 858 pages. Note on sources. Index. 
This clearly arranged and well-documented account of the origins and activities of 
the League of Nations up to its dissolution in 1946 is an admirable guide not only to 
the League’s history but also to the international events and policies of the inter-war 
years. Vol. I’s three sections cover The Making of the League, The Years of Growth 
and The Years of Stability. Vol. 2 deals with The Years of Conflict and The Years of 
Defeat. Mr. Walters, formerly Deputy Secretary-General of the League, gives his 
views on persons and policies, but has avoided drawing any general theoretical con- 
clusions or pointing any morals. (341°12) 


THE CRIMINAL JUSTICE ACT, 1948. Annotated by A. C. L. Morrison 
and Edward Hughes. 2nd edition. Butterworth, 21s. 22-2 cm. 234 pages. Tables. 
Index. 


This act introduced major changes in English criminal law, particularly in probation, 
penal reform, prison administration and many procedural points. Since the first 
edition, the whole Act has been brought into force and it has been amended in certain 
respects. The Court of Criminal Appeal and the High Court have given decisions on 
various sections of the Act and have also laid down principles to be observed in 
deciding sentence. The main part of the work consists of the text of the Act, section 
by section, followed by full annotations. (343) 
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THE LAW OF WILLS. Rupert Cross. 2nd edition. Stevens & Sons, 6s. 18-3 cm. 
104 pages. Paper bound. (* This is the Law’ Series) 

A new edition of a useful guide for the layman written by a solicitor who is a Fellow 

of Magdalen College, Oxford. It should also be of use to a student requiring a bird’s- 

eye view of the English law of wills. Chapters deal with the importance of making a 

will, how to make, alter and revoke a will, proving wills, points to consider when 

making a will, and the winding up of an estate. (347°6) 


TERRELL AND SHELLEY ON THE LAW OF PATENTS. 
oth edition by K. E. Shelley. Sweet & Maxwell, 105s. 25-4 cm. 746 pages. Tables. 
Index. 

Since the last (1934) edition of this standard treatise the English law of patents has been 

changed fundamentally by the passing of the Patents Act, 1949, which consolidates 

all the previous legislation on the subject and incorporates important changes which 
affect the codified portions of the patent law, as well as a large body of case law. The 
administrative side of the law is summarized in the text with references to the relevant 
sections of the Act and the appropriate rules which appear in the appendix. The judicial 
aspect of the law is more fully treated and in many cases a verbatim extract from the 
leading judgment is included. The editor is a Queen’s Counsel. (347°7) 


RANKING AND _ SPICER’S COMPANY LAW 9th edition by 
H. A. R. J. Wilson and T. W. South. H. F. L., 25s. 25-4 cm. 610 pages. Tables. 
Index. 

This edition brings up to date the major revision undertaken for the eighth edition, 

which reflected the many changes in English company law effected by the Companies 

Act, 1948. Recent decisions on the rights of preference shareholders in a winding-up 

have been included, and also new chapters on the winding-up of companies. This is a 

well-known treatise, useful to students, legal practitioners and those concerned with the 

administration of companies. (347°7)

THE BRITISH IMPERIAL CALENDAR AND CIVIL SERVICE 
LIST, 1952. H.M. Stationery Office, 17s.6d. 24-7 cm. 1,201 pages. Indexes. Paper 
bound. 
This year-book gives lists of senior personnel holding appointments in the Public 
Departments of England, Scotland, Wales and Northern Ireland (with their salaries, 
in many cases) under the headings: the Royal Households; High Commissioners and 
Agents-General in London; the Cabinet; Cabinet Office; the Treasury; Parliamentary 
Counsel; H.M. Procurator-General and Treasury-Solicitor; Officers of the House of 
Peers; House of Commons Officers; Public Departments—England and Wales, 
Scotland, Northern Ireland. The addresses and telephone numbers of the Departments 
are given; there is also an index to Departments and Sub-Departments, and an 
alphabetical list of officers. (351-1) 


CENTRAL AND LOCAL GOVERNMENT. Financial and Administrative 
Relations. D. N. Chester. Macmillan, 30s. 22-8 cm. 431 pages. Index. 

The author, who is an official Fellow of Nuffield College, Oxford, undertook this 

study at the request of the Social Science Research Council, who were interested in the 

English experience of the Exchequer Grant. Beginning as an essayon the use of the 

Grant in local government, it surveys the whole of the relations, administrative and 

financial, between central and local government in England and Wales. The book

contains two valuable appendices: a list of the present Exchequer Grants, which are 
difficult to trace from official sources, and a note on the General Exchequer Contribu- 
tion paid between 1930 and 1948. (352-042)

THE BRITISH PENAL SYSTEM, 1773-1950. R.S. E. Hinde. Duckworth, 
10s.6d. 19 cm. 256 pages. References. Bibliography. Index. (Social Science Studies) 

In describing the development of British penal policy the author has drawn upon the 
contemporary documents of John Howard, Elizabeth Fry and other prison reformers; 
his quotations and his own simply written narrative make clear to the non-specialist 
reader that the major penal problems of today are by no means new. Among the 
special subjects discussed are the treatment of habitual criminals and juveniles, the 
probation system, and the place of education and religion in the prison. The author is 
Chaplain and Senior Tutor of Hertford College, Oxford, and was for many years a 
prison chaplain. (365-942)

EDUCATION AND THE DEMOCRATIC IDEAL. A. G. Hughes. 
Longmans, tos.6d. 19 cm. 150 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

A collection of nine talks given to teachers on various occasions during the past few 
years by the Chief Inspector of the Education Department of the London County 
Council. Dr. Hughes describes the democratic ideal as the liberation of the creative 
spirit in every individual. He considers that education’s most urgent task is to improve 
human relations in every group in which people live and work and play—in families, 
schools, factories and offices and in society at large.

societies, etc. Articles are included on Education in 1950, television in schools, school 
broadcasting, visual aids in education, and a diary of coming events in education up to 
September 1952.

In this book, written for nurses, teachers and social workers as well as for parents and 

others with responsibilities towards crippled children, the authors show how effective 

help can be given. The book deals with educational and recreational needs from child- 
hood through adolescence to adult life. Problems of emotional adjustment, the ways 
in which those so handicapped can lead a fuller life, and the difficulties of parents are 
fully discussed. Miss Kennedy, Librarian of the Christchurch Training College, has 
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worked extensively among crippled children and Mr. H. C. D. Somerset, lecturer 
in education at Victoria University College, is well known in the field of adult 
education.

BRITISH TRADE AND THE OPENING OF CHINA, 1800-42. 
Michael Greenberg. Cambridge University Press, 21s. 21-8 cm. 250 pages. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (Cambridge Studies in Economic History) 
The early nineteenth-century trade with China has received little attention from 
historians except in so far as it affected diplomatic relations. Mr. Greenberg, a former 
Fellow of Trinity College, Cambridge, has now made good this omission. His work is 
based mainly on the accounts and correspondence of Messrs. Jardine Matheson & Co., 
the largest of the British firms established in China before the Treaty of Nanking 
(1842). It shows the kind of trade carried on, and the commodities involved, and gives 
tables of general imports and exports, exports of silver, imports of specie and bills, and 
the consumption and shipments of opium. (382)

THE MERCHANT SCHOONERS. Basil Greenhill. Vol. I. Percival Marshall, 
30s. 23°4 cm. 264 pages. 85 plates. Drawings in text. 27 diagrams and plans. Index. 
This history of the merchant schooners and ketches of England and Wales will fill a 
gap, for attention has hitherto been confined to the larger square-rigged sailing ships 
and to the smaller fishing craft and barges. Vol. I includes an historical survey, an 
enthralling account of how the schooners were built in the little West Country ship- 
yards, and then deals with particular ports and ships of the West of England. There 
are excellent photographs and plans and appendices containing examples of a schooner’s 
accounts and a year’s cargoes. Vol. II (now in preparation) will deal with the ships’ 
crews and the life they led, with the economics of schooner owning and with the East 
Coast ports. It will also describe the development of the auxiliary motor in sailing 
vessels of this type. (387-5)

By the merest chance, when himself a fugitive from justice, Jim Phelan was mistaken 
for a gypsy prisoner on the run and so enabled the latter to escape recapture. As a 
result he found himself accepted by the various tribes of gypsies who travel the roads 
of Britain and in Wagon-Wheels he writes of some of their age-old customs and of the 
traditional ‘says’ or tales (many of them shown by documentary evidence to be 
founded on fact) which are handed down by word of mouth from generation to 
generation as part of the tribal heritage, proudly guarded. (397)

This book introduces the ideas and methods of the theory of linear transformations in 

Hilbert space by using them to present the elements of the theory in a finite dimen- 

sional vector space. It discusses problems fundamental in the study of general abstract 

linear spaces, and uses the powerful methods appropriate to the consideration of these 

spaces; both problems and methods, however, are simplified by the authors’ restric- 

tion to an n-dimensional space. The book will be of interest to advanced students 

specializing in this branch of mathematics. (513-83) 


ELEMENTS OF THE TOPOLOGY OF PLANE SETS OF POINTS. 
M. H. A. Newman. 2nd edition. Cambridge University Press, 27s.6d. 22-2 cm. 
222 pages. 80 text figures. Notes. Index. 

This book provides an elementary introduction to the ideas and methods of topology 

by making a detailed study of certain topics, and giving special attention to those parts 

needed in the theory of functions. The new edition is reset, as substantial changes have 
been made throughout the book. The contents of the former Part II are rearranged 
and the treatment of homology on a grating is modified. Sections on boundary 
elements of domains and on the connectivity of certain kinds of closed sets have been 
replaced by a section on the orientation of plane curves. A number of topics, such as the 
properties of vector spaces of infinite dimension, the Jacobian theorems on implicit 
functions, and the Cauchy integral theorem are treated as examples. (513-83)

THE LEBESGUE INTEGRAL. J. C. Burkill. Cambridge University Press, 
12s.6d.

The aim of this tract is to give an account of the theory of integration due to Lebesgue 

without plunging deeply into the theory of real functions. There is no novelty of 

treatment in this tract, the presentation being essentially that of Lebesgue himself. 

The book is for the advanced student of pure mathematics who is well acquainted

GENERAL ASTRONOMY. Sir Harold Spencer Jones. 3rd edition. Edward 
Arnold, 30s. 21-4 cm. 466 pages. Frontispiece. 31 plates. 115 illustrations in text.

This third edition of one of the best astronomical text-books in the English language 

is a complete revision of the work first published in 1922. Condensation of some 

sections has enabled the Astronomer Royal to bring up to date others dealing with 

matters under active investigation, and to include short accounts of recent research, 
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e.g. in radio astronomy; but speculative theories are excluded. The treatment con- 
tinues to be non-mathematical (there is no account of spherical astronomy), but 
within this restriction the book is a comprehensive and authoritative survey of our 
knowledge of the physical universe. (523) 


THE NIGHT SKY, 1952. Stars month by month from The Times. The Times 

Publishing Co., 2s.6d. 21-5 cm. 26 pages. 12 charts. Explanatory notes. Stiff boards. 
This is a booklet prepared from charts which will appear on the first of each month in 
The Times newspaper during 1952. It is arranged in a compact form convenient for 
outdoor observation and opposite each chart are notes on the planets for that month. 
Only the brighter stars that will be above the horizon about 10 p.m. local time, and 
have latitudes about 50° north, are shown. This booklet will prove helpful to all who 
take an interest in observing stars and planets without using a telescope. —_ (23-89) 


Physics 
SCIENCE AND HUMANISM: PHYSICS IN OUR TIME. Erwin 
Schrédinger. Cambridge University Press, 8s.6d. 18-7 cm. 78 pages. 11 text figures. 
Bibliography. 
This is an important contribution to the philosophy of science in the form of four 
public lectures. Two sections are devoted to Science and Humanism, the remaining 
ten sections describe the present situation in physics including man’s scientific effort in 
relation to his attempts to explain his own position in the universe. The present con- 
ception of matter is shown to have a profound influence on philosophical speculation, 
and on the approach to the problem of the continuity of observation in physics. The 
problem of free-will is dealt with in a clear and logical way, but the book nevertheless 
raises many controversial points that will be of lively interest to all who ponder the 
deeper problems of human existence. (530-1) 


CLASSICAL MECHANICS. Daniel Edwin Rutherford. Oliver & Boyd, 
10s.6d. 19 cm. 208 pages. Diagrams. Tables. (University Mathematical Texts) 
A concise exposition of rational mechanics. Starting with kinematics and a clear 
exposition of the nature of force, it treats dynamics of a particle and then of rigid 
bodies, both in two- and three-dimensional applications. The final chapter deals with 
generalized co-ordinates and Hamilton’s principles. Knowledge of elementary calculus 
and vector algebra is needed, but not of matrix algebra. With this equipment, the book 
is an admirably lucid introduction, and also a guide to more detailed texts, following 
closely the plan of Lamb’s Higher Mechanics. There are many examples worked for 
the student. Typography, lay-out, and illustrations are of the usual high standard of 
this series. (531)

GENERAL AND INORGANIC CHEMISTRY FOR UNIVERSITY 
STUDENTS. James Riddick Partington. 2nd edition. Macmillan, 40s. 22-2 cm.

The inorganic texts of Professor Partington need little introduction. The present work 

(first published 1946) is “somewhat more advanced’ than his well-known Text-book 

of Inorganic Chemistry for University Students. This second edition has been amplified 

in the sections dealing with transuranic elements, boron hydrides, metal carbonyls, 

valency theory and the rarer elements as a whole. The first 280 pages treat of general 

chemistry, and the inorganic elements then follow in turn. The book takes the student 

to the Pass Degree level. (s40) 
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THE ESSAYS OF JEAN REY. A Facsimile Reprint of the Original Edition 
of 1630. Jean Rey. Introduction by Douglas McKie. Edward Amold, 21s. 19:2 cm. 
227 pages. Frontispiece. 

During the eighteenth century the theory of combustion was the key to the whole 

theory of chemical combination, until Lavoisier gave the correct solution and laid 

the foundations of modern chemistry. As early as 1630, however, the French physician 
and chemist, Jean Rey, came close to modern ideas in his study of the increase in 
weight observed in the combustion of tin and lead, attributing it to the condensation 
of air on the heated metal. His Essays on this subject are reprinted in facsimile from the 

British Museum copy, with an able introduction by Dr. McKie who has made a special 

study of the early history of chemistry. ($41°3) 


MAN AND THE CHEMICAL ELEMENTS: From Stone-Age Hearth 
to the Cyclotron. J. Newton Friend. Griffin, 27s.6d. 22-7 cm. 363 pages. Frontis- 
piece.

Each of the chemical elements has its own history. Dr. Friend, a well-known chemist 

and author of several standard treatises, entertained the readers of Chemistry and Industry 

These have 
formed the basis of his present book in which he deals with the whole of the periodic 
table, relating the discovery and subsequent uses of each element in turn, with a wealth 
of anecdote. This book is written in an informal but scholarly style, and will delight 
both the general reader with a taste for science, and the working chemist. (546)

DYNAMICS OF FAULTING AND DYKE FORMATION WITH 
APPLICATIONS TO BRITAIN. E. M. Anderson. 2nd edition. Oliver & 
Boyd, 22s.6d. 22-8 cm. 216 pages. Map. Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 

This is the second edition of a work that should be read by all geologists interested in 

tectonics. The author, who has a distinguished record of work for the Geological 

Survey and therefore of experience in the field, gives his views on the dynamics of 

faulting and of dyke formation. Normal, thrust and wrench faults are considered in 

detail; the relationship between faults and recent earthquakes; and a final consideration 
of the problems of the earth’s crust. Apart from its general theory and conclusions, the 
book is of special appeal to British students as nearly all the problems are related to 
specific structures in Britain. There is a brief introduction on historical research, and 
valuable and excellent lists of literature. (551-8)

The Mende people are a major cultural group of West Africa, numbering nearly a 

million. This account, by a distinguished anthropologist, of their country, social and 

economic life, and government, is the fruit of long study in the field and residence with 
the Mende, who occupy the southern area of the Protectorate and spread over into 

Liberia. They are a rice-eating people, and the Poro, a secret society, is a feature of 

their social life. This is an authoritative presentation, not only of one African tribe 

but of a social pattern changing rapidly under the influence, not only of the European

The fifth volume of this series contains twenty-one papers read at a symposium of the 
Society for Experimental Biology which was held at Sheffield in July 1950.

for example, the applications to animal tissues, bacteria and green plants; to the physical 
and biochemical aspects, and to measurement techniques.

This seventh edition, of which Vol. 1, containing chapters on cultivation and propaga-

Vol. 2 continues the 
descriptive list of genera (F to Q); Vol. 3 completes the list. It is an indispensable hand- 
book for the horticulturalist and sylviculturalist and a mine of information for the 
smaller gardener; the bulk of it treating the genera in alphabetical order gives descrip- 
tion, geographical distribution, history of introduction and cultivation, uses and 
varicties.

AUDUBON’S ANIMALS. The Quadrupeds of North America. Compiled 
and edited by Alice Ford.

Audubon’s plates of American birds are famous, but it is less well known that towards 

the end of his life he laboured with the help of his sons to produce a similar work on 

mammals. This handsome volume, prepared in America, contains reproductions of 
all the 156 plates of the original edition together with others which illustrate detail or 
have other interest. Names, descriptions and geographical ranges have been brought 
up to date and the text by the editor has sections on various phases of Audubon’s life 

(1780-1851), in particular a description of a trip up the Missouri into (then) wild 

country for the special purpose of the book. To each plate is attached an excerpt from 

the original text, often anecdotal, but well selected. There is alsé a list giving the 
present location of the original paintings. This is a scholarly work, into which much 

research and enthusiasm has gone. (591-97) 
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THE BIRD: Its Life and Structure. Gertrud Hess. Translated from the German by 
Phyllis Barclay-Smith. Jenkins, 18s. 22-2 cm. 244 pages. 188 drawings and diagrams.

[he text has been comfortably translated and will appeal mainly to amateur naturalists, 

giving background knowledge to their studies. The author is aware of some recent 

research, though she does not pretend to write a text-book (no references are given), 
and, since most examples are drawn from German and Swiss birds, the effect is 
parochial. Short tables summarize usefully heart-beat rates, temperatures, etc., for

Dieticians in many of the leading teaching hospitals were consulted 
in its preparation and Miss Mary Spargo revised the sample diets suitable for various 
disorders. The result is a comprehensive manual, still unique in Great Britain, very 
thoroughly covering the theory of medical dietetics, quantitative diets and actual 
recipes, published at a low cost and in a form suited to the needs of student, practitioner 
and physician.

RECENT ADVANCES IN CLINICAL PATHOLOGY. By various 
authors.

A distinguished team of authors has contributed to this volume, which is substantially 

a new work, not superseding the first edition (much of which is still valid) but supple- 

menting it. Although the titles of the four sections, Bacteriology, Biochemistry, 

Haematology and Histology, are unaltered, only a quarter of the subjects considered in 

the 1947 edition find a place in this, and a special chapter is added on laboratory 

design and equipment. Those branches of clinical pathology in which the greatest 
progress has recently been made have been chosen for review by the section editors, 
so that this rapidly changing subject is well represented in a volume of moderate size.

The Honorary Consulting Radiologist, Royal Waterloo Hospital, London, in this 
comprehensive outline of the subject emphasizes the normal, a knowledge of which is 
essential to a correct assessment of the pathological, and describes common patholo- 
gical conditions at greater length than rare ones. To ensure the practical value of the 
manual to diploma students as an aid to clinical diagnosis, the author maintains through- 
out a clear, concise style, and amply illustrates the text with useful and simple line 
drawings and silhouettes. Dr. J. W. D. Bull contributes a chapter on radiography of 
the head.

As this valuable monograph by the Consulting Physician, Brompton Hospital, 

London, is a general work written for all concerned with lung cancer and other 

growths of the chest, for the general physician as well as the specialist, the arrange- 

ment adopted is for the most part based on the pathological classification of new 
growths. Important chapters are included by Dr. D. W. Smithers on Radiotherapy 
and by Mr. O. S. Tubbs on Operative Treatment, while Dr. R. Machray deals with 
anaesthesia in operative surgery. Dr. Davidson opens each chapter’ with an historical 
introduction and ends with references to classical and recent work. The work is 
excellent in appearance and outstanding in interest. (616-2) 
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THE APOLOGIE AND TREATISE OF AMBROISE PARE. 
Containing the Voyages made into Divers Places with Many of his Writings upon 
Surgery. Ambroise Paré. Edited, with an introduction, by Geoffrey Keynes. Falcon

Ambroise Paré was a sixteenth-century French military surgeon who played a great 

part in introducing rational methods into surgery, although the reader will find in 

this autobiography some remedies which will surprise him and which show the 
difficulty of making a complete break with the past. One of Paré’s greatest contribu- 
tions was to demonstrate that the patient actually fared better when treated by 
methods less brutal than those in common use at the time. Dr. Keynes has prepared an 
excellent edition of an early English translation of this classic in the history of medicine, 
and the publishers and printers are to be congratulated on a fine piece of work. (617) 


CHIROPODIAL ORTHOPAEDICS. Franklin Charlesworth. Livingstone, 
258. 22-2 cm. 263 pages. 131 illustrations. Index. 
The Consultant Chiropodist, Hope Hospital, Salford, describes in this well-illustrated 
monograph the many mechanical appliances and simple devices which he has designed 
to relieve deformities and discomfort of the feet. Each has been evolved after long 
trial as part of a properly co-ordinated system of treatment to meet the needs of the 
individual case, and as the result of many years’ experience, some of it gained in the 
School Health Service. The book should interest orthopaedic surgeons, physio- 
therapists and chiropodists.

The Pathologist, Royal Victoria Hospital, Belfast, has based this special study on a 

review of autopsies on 530 stillborn infants and 802 infants dying in their first month of 

life in Belfast maternity hospitals. He divides the subject into disturbances of pre-natal 
life, those due to failure of the foetus to adapt itself to extra-uterine existence and 
infections in foetal and neonatal life, throughout stressing the interdependence of 
ante-natal, intra-natal and post-natal events. Dr. Morison acknowledges the contribu- 

tions made to the subject by fellow-workers in the U.S.A., amongst whom as a 

Rockefeller Foundation Fellow he was privileged to work. Further reading is greatly 

facilitated by the judicious selection of references to world literature. The book itself 

is a fine production. (618-9)

FRACTIONAL H.-P. ELECTRIC MOTORS: Their Principles, Charac- 
teristics and Design. F. G. Spreadbury. Pitman, 35s. 22-2 cm. 352 pages. Illustrations. 
Tables. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. , 
This book deals with the principles, characteristics and design of f-h.p. motors and the 
treatment covers the d.c. motor, polyphase and single-phase induction motors, the 
universal motor, the repulsion motor, synchronous motors, permanent magnet 
motors, the impulse motor, and the disc-type eddy current motor. A chapter is 
included on performance characteristics and gives a description of the test gear used 
for small motors; and another on motor control methods. A basis for design of f.h.p. 
machines is given, which is not commonly met in the literature on motors. The book 
is a very useful one to the designers of fh.p. motors and can be well recommended.

SMALL BOAT CONVERSION. John Lewis, with technical assistance from 
William G. Porter and Kenneth M. Gibbs. Hart-Davis, 21s. 22-2 cm. 207 pages. 
33 photographs. 119 plans and diagrams. Bibliography. 
The author describes in detail several ways of converting lifeboats and other working 
craft into yachts and motor cruisers. No technical knowledge is taken for granted, 
and he tells step-by-step how his own ketch was made from a 26-foot lifeboat. Other 
conversions described include an 18-foot lifeboat into an auxiliary sloop, a 26-footer 
into a motor cruiser, and two different ways of producing a sailing cruiser from a naval 
whaler. He also gives an interesting account of the conversion of an ex-army bridge 
pontoon into a sloop-rigged barge-yacht with leeboards. Mr. Kenneth Gibbs contri- 
butes a comprchensive chapter on installing engines, and another on how to build 
a dinghy at home. The appendices give details of materials, cost, time and labour, 
and the whole work is excellently illustrated. (623-82)

THE RESISTANCE OF PILES TO PENETRATION, with Tables 
of Approximate Values, based on the Hiley Formula. Russell Vincent Allin. 2nd 
edition. Spon, 21s. 23 cm. 137 pages. Tables. Diagrams. Index. 
The effectiveness of piles as foundations cannot be calculated, and several empirical 
formulae have been suggested to forctell their performance. One formula was pro- 
posed in 1930 by A. Hiley and has stood the test of time. This book is in effect a series 
of tables based on that formula and some introductory notes. There appears to be little 
change since the first edition (1935), but a short chapter on pile-driving and soil 
mechanics has been added. During his experience as a civil engineer the author has 
made a special study of pile-driving, and this book will prove very useful to others 
engaged in heavy construction. The tables are equally applicable to British or 
American tons. (624-15)

well as to the trained engineer. It deals with the whole subject of locomotives, from the 

miniature to the commercial narrow-gauge types, in a thoroughly practical manner. 

The clear and wide range of drawings, tables and photographs will prove not only of 

value, but of inspiration to the advanced model maker. The book has been revised 

over a period of years, and covers locomotives of various countries and both modern 

and early days.

The purpose of this report is to discuss the main physical and meteorological aspects of 

ice accretion on aircraft with primary reference to the airframe. It summarizes some 

well-known properties of air and water which are relevant to the main theme, and, 

with this as a background, the types and amount of ice which form on aircraft and the 
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application of these facts to the icing of air-frames and engines are then discussed. 
Finally, the meteorological situations in which icing occurs and the best procedure for 
avoiding, or escaping from, icing conditions are considered. (629-18)

This annual is among the best general reference books for the farmer and anyone else 

connected with agriculture. Apart from statistical information, there is a series of 

illustrated articles on topical subjects by various leading authorities. These cover a 

wide range of arable and stock-farming problems and attention is also given to horti- 

culture. Poultry is dealt with in a separate section. A most attractive feature is the 
collection of animal photographs by Farmer and Stock-Breeder staff photographers in 

the section entitled “The Pedigree Year in Pictures’. (630-5) 


RECLAIMING LAND FOR AGRICULTURE. Moses Griffiths, iF. 
Thomas and R. Line. Crosby Lockwood, 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 120 pages. 31 illustrations. 
Index. (Agricultural and Horticultural Series) 

Three well-known experts have pooled their ideas and experience of reclaiming 

various kinds of marginal land in Great Britain. In an introduction by Sir George 

Stapledon, their contributions are related to the broader aspects of land reclamation, 

and here it is pointed out that, owing to the world food situation, well-conccived land 

reclamation of all types should be regarded as a national duty. It follows that this book 
may become one of great importance to home agriculturalists, and the practical 
experiences outlined in it may also prove helpful to pioneer workers abroad. Moses 

Griffiths deals with the reclamation of hill and moorland; J. F. H. Thomas covers the 

less formidable but still highly important areas of chalk uplands; and R. Line deals 

with the interesting and complicated problem of reclaiming fen and silt land. (631-6) 


POTASH: Its Production and Place in Crop Nutrition. G. A. Cowie. Edward 
Amold, 21s. 22:2 cm. 182 pages. 16 illustrations. Tables. Chapter bibliographies. 
Index. 

Writing for the practical man as well as the theorist, the author gives a full and balanced 

view of the importance of potash as a fertilizer. A first main section outlines the various 

supply sources, extraction and manufacturing processes, and gives statistical informa- 
tion on production, distribution and consumption. The author then discusses the 
relation of potassium to soil and crop and pays special attention to mineral deficiencies. 

The remaining half of his book is concerned with the fertilizer requirements of British 

and British Commonwealth crops, and as the latter part deals with a great variety of 

tropical and sub-tropical plants this work has much to interest overseas agriculturalists.

DICTIONARY OF GARDENING. A Practical and Scientific Encyclopaedia 
of Horticulture. Edited by Fred J. Chittenden, assisted by specialists. 4 vols. Oxford 
University Press, 210s. 28-5 cm. 2,356 pages. Illustrations. 

An important reference work for all horticulturists, based on Nicholson’s Dictionary 

of Gardening but completely revised and brought up to date with new material. Its 

object is to describe every plant suitable for cultivation in the British Isles, both in the 
open and under glass. It therefore includes nearly all plants suitable for cultivation in 
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temperate climates, and notes on many tropical and sub-tropical plants further extend 
its sphere of usefulness. A general account of each genus is followed by descriptions of 
separate species and hybrids of long-standing cultivation. There are a number of 
general articles, and good illustrations of many species. Mr. Chittenden, who died in 
1950 after working for twelve years on the Dictionary, was formerly the director of 
the Royal Horticultural Society’s Gardens at Wisley. (635.03) 


FLOWERS FOR THE OCCASION. Joy Fleming. The World’s Work 
(Kingswood, Surrey), 25s. 22°8 cm. 126 pages. 7 colour plates. 3 photographs. 
Drawings in text. 

Parts of this essentially practical book, for example the chapters on bouquet and wreath 

making, are more suitable for professional florists than for amateurs but the latter will 

find here much to interest and instruct them. Very detailed directions are given for 

Christmas and party decorations, and for the arrangement of flowers for the mantel- 

piece, the cottage and the flat, each clearly illustrated by means of numbered diagrams. 

There is a particularly useful chapter devoted to the means by which the lives of cut 

flowers and leaves can be prolonged. The excellent colour plates show the author’s 

own very beautiful floral arrangements. (635-9) 


THE ROSE IN BRITAIN. N. P. Harvey. Plant Protection: distributors 
Simpkin Marshall, 17s.6d. 22-2 cm. 196 pages. 23 colour plates. 3 diagrams.

This book contains a wealth of information, based on the author’s professional 

experience, which will be of value and interest to all rose growers. He tells the story of 

the rose from prehistoric times to the present day (he also looks into the future to 
forecast further developments) and discusses at length the proper cultivation, pruning 
and propagation of roses, together with the best methods for the prevention and cure 
or extermination of the many diseases and pests to which they are subject. The full 
glossary, giving the name, class, parentage, country of origin, colour, form, habit, 
fragrance and special characteristics of nearly three hundred individual varieties, makes 
this a valuable work of reference. The superb colour plates of new and established 
roses are an outstanding feature of an admirably produced volume. (635-932)

THE NATURE OF FOWL NEPHRITIS. W. G. Spector for the Agri- 
cultural Research Council.

The condition in the domestic fowl known as ‘fowl nephritis’, ‘visceral gout 

nephritis’, ‘renal mononucleosis’ and ‘pullet disease’ is one of the most important 

causes of loss in poultry flocks. The research described in this pamphlet shows that 

these diseases are one pathological entity, pyelonephritis, and the findings should be 

of value to veterinarians and all engaged on the investigation of the physiology and 

pathology of the fowl. (636-5)

FISH AND FISHERIES OF AUSTRALIA. T. C. Roughley. Angus & 
Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 50s. 25-4 cm. 343 pages. 60 colour plates.

Limiting his scope to a consideration of fish of economic or sporting importance 

found in Australian waters, the author discusses first the fishes by their families, and 








then fisheries and angling. Mr. Roughley is a leading authority on Australian fishing, 
and this well-illustrated account of the various aspects of the subject, including 
commercial fisheries, fishing in rivers and streams, pond culture of edible fish, canning, 
big-game angling, underwater spear-gun fishing, and even the methods of fishing 
used by aborigines, will appeal to all readers interested in the subject. (639-2)

THE MECHANICAL BRIDE. Folklore of Industrial Man. Herbert Marshall 
McLuhan. Copp Clark (Toronto, Canada), $5.50. 30 cm. 166 pages. Illustrations. 

Professor McLuhan of the University of Toronto has turned his attention to modern 
advertising, and has extracted from magazines, newspapers, comic strips, etc., 
examples of the blatant, exaggerated, intimidating style to which he objects. He 
examines them critically and implies that they demonstrate a weakness that permeates 
our contemporary society. His book lacks humour, but does demonstrate his learning 
and mental alertness, and should have some appeal for those who are interested in 
advertising methods.

Full alphabets of the chosen faces are given and there are examples of their use in press 
and other forms of publicity. The author knows the literature of typography well and 
his references to other authorities add to the value of this pleasantly written work.

NATURAL RED WINES. H. Warner Allen. With Report on the Red Wines 
of America, by Frank Schoonmaker. Constable, 18s. 19 cm. 328 pages. Index. 
A book for thorough-going wine lovers. One fifth of its pages is devoted to description 
of the making of natural red wines, and one twelfth to a Glossary of Selected Wine 
Terms. Short sections deal with the red wines of the Dominions and America, leaving 
two-thirds of the book to be shared by Claret, the Queen, and Burgundy, the King of 
all natural wines: unevenly, because the whole production of Burgundy does not 
exceed an eighth of that of the Gironde and its vintages are naturally fewer. Mr. 
Allen’s wine-lore is all-embracing. He draws on the Classics; on the histories of 
individual vineyards; on the opinions, heard or read, of other distinguished oinologists; 
and—most important—on his own wide experience and carefully cultivated taste. 
But his erudition is clothed in an easy literary style which makes the book very 
pleasant to read. (663-2)

A HISTORY OF THE CALICO PRINTING INDUSTRY OF 
GREAT BRITAIN. Geoffrey Turnbull. Edited by John G. Turnbull. Sherratt,

This book is based on an M.A. thesis by the late Geoffrey Turnbull. It has been edited 

by his brother who is well known in the cotton industry; he is a calico printer in the 

well established firm of Turnbull & Stockdale Ltd. The book is easy to read, well 

documented and well illustrated. It is up to date and deals with the technical, design 

and sociological aspects of cotton printing and related processes. There is a wealth of 
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information on the organization, history and bibliography of calico printing but no 
index. The book is strongly recommended to both the general reader and the student of 
economic history. (667-3) 


PAPER AND PAPER MAKING. F. H. Norris. Oxford University Press, 30s. 
25-4 cm. 367 pages. Illustrations. Tables. Diagrams. Index. 
A good comprehensive description of paper manufacture is given in this book, which 
should be useful both as a text-book and a reference book. The author was formerly a 
lecturer at the Borough Polytechnic, London, and Senior Technical Officer, Paper 
Control. Numerous illustrations enable the descriptions to be easily followed. Useful 
features include a dictionary of trade terms, a glossary of paper and board qualities, 
book and stationery sizes. There are appendices giving useful calculations, tables of 
paper and board sizes with equivalent weights, and the text of the British Trade 
Customs, 1949.

THE GRANDFATHER CLOCK. An Archaeological and Descriptive Essay 
on the Long-case Clock with its Weight-driven Precursors and Contemporaries.

This study (first published 1949) is the first to deal exclusively with that familiar piece 

of household furniture, the long-case or ‘grandfather’ clock; it treats the subject 

both from the mechanical and the design point of view. There are more than double 

the number of plates than in the 1949 edition, all of them of clocks never before 

reproduced, a considerably expanded text, and bibliographical references, the w hole 

forming a useful and not over-technical standard book on the subject.

After a short historical introduction, the subject is considered under 
the headings: Prelude to Planning, The Plans Emerge, and Implementation. This book, 
being up to date and presenting new material, will, in spite of its Australian slant, be 
useful to readers elsewhere, as Sir Patrick Abercrombie states in his foreword.

ture, Victoria and Albert Museum, London. The ‘examples reproduced are mainly of 
figure or free-standing sculpture, much of it from funeral monuments. The two 
books together form an attractive survey of English sculpture from medieval times, 
through the seventeenth-century portrait busts and effigies, to the neo-classical move- 
ment of the early nineteenth century associated with the name of Flaxman. (735)

THE COINAGE OF ROMAN BRITAIN. Gilbert Askew. Seaby, 12s.6d.

The late Gilbert Askew’s useful book provides a catalogue of the principal coins 
issued by the Romans relating to their British campaigns and of coins struck at mints 
in the island during the Roman occupation, with a brief outline of the occupation 
itself as a background. A valuable appendix by Lieut.-Colonel Eric Birley lists the 
Roman governors of Britain and another by Mr. P. V. Hill deals with ‘barbarous 
radiates’ (coins which are imitations of official issues). (737-4)

EARLY STAFFORDSHIRE POTTERY. Bernard Rackham. Faber, 25s.

This finely illustrated book is one in a series issued under the general editorship of 

W. B. Honey, who contributes a foreword. The author, formerly Keeper of the 

Department of Ceramics at the Victoria and Albert Museum, London, covers the 

development of Staffordshire pottery from the seventeenth-century slip ware to 

eighteenth-century salt-glazed stoneware. His narrative shows how a favourable 
geographical location, coupled with the initiative of the master-potters, enabled the 
potteries to hold their own against the competition of imported porcelain and even to 
influence European ceramic industries. The plates illustrate the great diversity of out- 
put of this period. The book should be useful as a reference work for collectors as well 
as attractive to a wide range of readers. (738-3)

ENGLISH POPULAR ART. M. Lambert and Enid Marx. Batsford, 16s.

A study on English popular art has long been needed; in this attractive book two experts 
cover the main divisions of the subject. They describe and analyse their objects in 
groups according to material—metalwork, textiles, pottery, glass, and woodwork— 
ranging from Staffordshire figures, samplers, horse brasses and tombstones to machine- 
produced articles in the popular idiom such as chapbooks and broadsides. Numerous 
illustrations (coloured lithographs, photographs and line-drawings by Miss Enid 
Marx) show how decorative motifs used by professional architects, sculptors and 


painters are absorbed, often after a considerable time-lag, into the vernacular art of 


the English town and countryside. There are useful footnote references to articles on 
specific topics but no list of reference books.

The pictorial approach 
for which both exhibitions are famous is well shown in the admirably produced plates. 
In an introduction, the President of the Royal Photographic Society, I. H. Wratten, 
reviews developments in photography during the year, both in Great Britain and other 
countries. R. H. Mason, Consulting Art Editor of the Amateur Photographer contri- 
butes a stimulating commentary on the selected photographs. (770°9) 


Music 


MUSIC AND SOCIETY. England and the European Tradition. Wilfrid 
Mellers. 2nd, revised and enlarged, edition. Dobson, 10s.6d. 22-2 cm. 230 pages. 
Frontispiece. 7 plates. 3 charts. References. Index. 

This second edition has been substantially rewritten and revised. Mr. Mellers describes 

the growth of musical tradition in England from the earliest times up to the present 

day in relation to the social background that went to produce it. He points out clearly 
that music has meant different things to people living at various times. We see how 
society and custom govern the form and growth of music from the middle ages to the 
present day. We are taken through the dark ages of the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries with the disastrous collapse of our musical tradition, until the renaissance came 
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at the beginning of this century. Finally we see today why contemporary music is 
neglected and what the solution may be. This is the finest book on English musical 
culture written for years; its inclusion in any library is essential. (780-942) 


GILBERT AND SULLIVAN. Arthur Jacobs. Parrish, 7s.6d. 22-2 cm. 66 pages. 

Coloured frontispiece. 31 illustrations. Musical examples. Index. (World of Music) 
There is no doubt that the popularity of Arthur Sullivan came through his association 
with W. S. Gilbert. Though he wrote orchestral music, oratorios, songs, part-songs, 
services, anthems and hymns, phenomenal success was achieved with his light operas 
with libretti by Gilbert. It is a sad reflection that the famous quarrel over the fatal carpet 
at the Savoy caused a breach between them which was never really healed. Mr. Jacobs 
tells the story of this collaboration which flourished under the management of Richard 
D’Oyly Carte, and the book is beautifully illustrated with reproductions of contem- 
porary programmes, cartoons, drawings and music covers. (782-1) 


The Theatre 
WHO’S WHO IN THE THEATRE. A Biographical Record of the Con- 
temporary Stage. Compiled and edited by John Parker. Assistant Editor: John D. D. 
Parker. 11th edition, revised. Pitman, 80s. 20 cm. 2,094 pages. Frontispiece. 
The major part of this compre! hensive reference book comprises over 3,000 biographies 
of living persons, of various nationalities but chiefly British and American, who are 
connected in any way with the theatre, including, in addition to actors and actresses, 
playwrights, producers, dancers, composers, designers, etc. Other useful features are: 
London playbills from July 1946 to May 1951; an obituary section; notable produc- 
tions and revivals of the London stage from earliest times to December 1950; long runs 
on the London and New York stage; tables of hereditary theatrical families and a 
“who’s who’ among the critics in London and New York. A most welcome innovation 
is the handlist of theatrical autobiographies, lives, reminiscences, etc. from the 
eighteenth century to date. (792-05)

Nine sportsmen-writers, Bernard Darwin, Herbert Sutcliffe, C. H. Gadney, Bernard 

Joy, John Olliff, Barrington Dalby, Harold Abrahams, G. O. Nickalls and Geoffrey 

Gilbey, describe some of the greatest and most thrilling sporting finishes they had 

either seen or taken part in. These exciting occasions are very vividly re-created and 

well illustrated by some historic photographs. (796)

The books in this series are prepared in full collaboration with the official British 

associations of the games described. Like others in the series, these three are illustrated 

versions of the laws of the games, with clear explanations and diagrams and excellent 
notes on tactics. They should be of the greatest use to players, coaches, umpires and 
referees and also to spectators. Each book includes brief notes on the organization or

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LAWN TENNIS. Analytical Studies of the World’s Greatest Players. Louis T.

This book contains hundreds of instructional photographs, each one taken during a 

tournament or international contest, which show the fundamental principles of the 

game and take the reader step by step through all the tactics and technique of success- 
ful tennis. The author, a well-known sports commentator, offers much sound advice 
for every class of player, supplementing the detailed studies of the individualistic

SIDE-SADDLE. Doreen Archer Houblon. Revised edition. Country Life, 25s.

This book contains much more than its title suggests. Besides dealing very fully with 
the theory and practice of riding in a side-saddle, it contains a wealth of exposition of 
the art of horsemanship which is of general application. Mrs. Archer Houblon is an 
acknowledged authority, and her book, when first published in 1938, aroused great 
interest not only at home but among experts in foreign countries. Her prose style is 
admirably clear, and verbal description is reinforced by very numerous photographs, 
many of them in series taken from slow-motion cinematograph studies. (798-2)

CLASSICS AND COMMERCIALS. A Literary Chronicle of the Forties. 
Edmund Wilson. W. H. Allen, 15s. 19 cm. $44 pages. Index. 
The essays collected here first appeared in such American periodicals as The New 
Yorker, The New Republic and The Partisan Review. As indicated by the title, Edmund 
Wilson discusses the ‘classics’ (who include Sartre, Kafka, James Joyce, Aldous Huxley 
and Evelyn Waugh) and also devotes some space to analysing the social significance 
of the best-seller. His criticism is always distinguished by good sense and lucidity. 
Particularly illuminating are the chapters on contemporary American critics and the 
novelists grouped under the section ‘The Boys of the Back Room’. The book is pro- 
duced by photo-lithography from the American edition. (804) 


THE WRITER’S POINT OF VIEW. W. Somerset Maugham. Cambridg: 
University Press for the National Book League, 3s. 18-4 cm. 23 pages. Paper bound. 
(N.B.L. Ninth Annual Lecture) 

The doyen of English novelists and dramatists discourses, most amusingly and with 

masterly ease, on the pleasures of reading and the problems of writing, and maintains 

that the chief purpose of the novel should be to provide good entertainment. (808) 


PLEASURES OF NEW WRITING. An Anthology of Poems, Stories and 
Other Prose Pieces from the pages of New Writing. Edited by John Lehmann. 
Lehmann, 21s. 22-2 cm. 430 pages. 

For the benefit of those who did not read or collect the various volumes of New 

Writing that appeared from 1936 until the late ’40s, Mr. Lehmann, the editor, has 

recently been bringing out a series of anthologies culled from the pages of this out- 

standing avant-garde miscellany. This fourth volume contains fifty items by as many 
contributors—English, American and (in translation) French, Italian, Greek and 

Polish. Purely critical work has been excluded, but there are some interesting articles 
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of reminiscence-cum-criticism, such as Gide on Valéry and Osbert Sitwell on Wilfred 
Owen. There is so much variety here that the book is bound to give pleasure to all 
intelligent readers interested in contemporary prose and poetry. (808-8) 


Canadian Literature 
A BOOK OF CANADIAN HUMOUR. John D. Robins and Margaret V. 
Ray. Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), $4-50. 21 cm. 326 pages. Biographical notes. 
This welcome literary collection does not aim to be a critical or exhaustive anthology, 
nor an historical survey of national wit. Political satire and anecdotal humour have 
been purposely omitted, and excerpts from ‘classic’ writers kept to a minimum, in 
order to produce a varied, fresh assortment. (About two-thirds of the authors chosen 
are still living.) The book is divided into sections covering various aspects of humour, 
and the matter in each section is arranged chronologically. The editors, each of whom 
contributes a preface on Canadian humour, are respectively Professor of English and 
Librarian at Victoria University, one of the federated colleges of the University of 
Toronto. (817-08C) 


English Poetry 
THE BALLAD TREE. A Study of British and American Ballads, Their Folklore, 
Verse and Music. Together with Sixty Traditional Ballads and Their Tunes. 
Evelyn Kendrick Wells. Methuen, 36s. 23-4 cm. 382 pages. 17 illustrations. Biblio- 
graphy. Indexes. 
The author of this learned American work discusses English ballads from their earliest 
beginning—with a side glance at carols, mystery-plays and political broadsheets—to 
their latest flowering in the Appalachian mountains. She is unfamiliar with various 
British nursery rhymes which seem to elucidate some of the problems propounded; 
and her knowledge of the corporate tradition of Christendom is limited to the point 
of view of pre-Jungian anthropology, which makes the task of understanding 
medieval thought rather like that of studying ecology from aerial photographs. All 
this renders her charming and most readable book more valuable as a selective compila- 
tion than as a work of critical and creative scholarship. As such a compilation it is 
delightful. (821-04) 


THE POEMS OF ARTHUR HUGH CLOUGH. Edited by H. F. Lowry, 
A. L. P. Norrington and F. L. Mulhauser. Oxford University Press, 35s. 22-8 cm. 
609 pages. MS. facsimile. Notes. Index. (Oxford English Texts) 

A. H. Clough (1819-61) has been remembered for one famous anthology piece, 

Say not the struggle nought availeth, and occasionally for his long humorous poem, The 

Bothie of Tober-na-Vuolich, but this is the first complete edition of his work. It has been 

made with scholarly care from the published sources and the author’s manuscripts, 

some now printed for the first time. The notes include all important variant readings. 

This edition, which is likely to remain definitive, establishes Clough as a minor lyric 

and narrative poet of considerable interest. (821-8) 


THE AGE OF THE DRAGON. Poems 1930-1951. John Lehmann. Longmans, 
12s.6d. 20°9 cm. 148 pages. 

These poems are selected from Mr. Lehmann’s four published books of verse and are 

subdivided into ‘Early Poems’, “Poems Before War’, ‘Experiments in Prose’, 

*Poems in Wartime and After’ and ‘The House’, which was written for broadcasting. 

Mr. Lehmann’s work first attracted general notice in New Signatures, that anthology, 

published in 1932, to which Auden, Day Lewis and Spender contributed. Since then 
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he has abandoned the consciously ‘modern’ images of the ’thirties, and the later work, 
in traditional forms, has some resemblance in mood and even phrase to the poetry of 
A. E. Housman. His best quality is a controlled lyricism and his most characteristic 
poems have as their subject the pathos and mystery of human relationships. (821-9) 


English Drama 
THE SNOW QUEEN. Suria Magito and Rudolf Weil. Heinemann, 4s.6d. 
19 cm. 100 pages. (Drama Library) 
This poetic fantasy in two parts, dramatized from a story by Hans Andersen, was 
produced by Michel Saint-Denis and Suria Magito with the Young Vic Company at 
the Old Vic in 1948. In an introduction, M. Saint-Denis writes on the subject of acting 
both for and by children. He then proceeds to give much helpful advice on the staging 
and costuming of the play. Unpublished before, it maintains the high standard of its 
predecessors in the series. A charming play for younger children. (822-9) 


THE LETTER. With Two Other Plays: The Breadwinner and Sheppey. W. 
Somerset Maugham. Pan Books, 2s.6d. 17-7 cm. 256 pages. Paper bound. 
William Somerset Maugham (born 1874), one of the classic writers of this century, 
eminent as a novelist, short-story writer and playwright, is represented here by three 
plays from the latter half of his play-writing period: The Letter (1927), a tense drama 
set in Malaya; The Breadwinner (1930), a bitter satirical comedy; and Sheppey (1933), 
an ironic tragi-comedy. Each play has faultless theatrical style, although none reaches 
the finished perfection of craftsmanship he achieved in Our Betters (1917) or The 
Circle (1921). (822-9) 


English Fiction 
THOMAS HARDY. R. A. Scott-James. Longmans for The British Council, 1s.6d. 
215 cm. 44 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper bound. (Bibliographical Supple- 
ments to “British Book News’) 
In this essay the author discusses the novels of Thomas Hardy (1840-1928) as the 
successive stages of the revelation of life as Hardy saw it. All the novels are considered 
and distinction drawn between the lesser and the greater. The latter are shown as 
leading up to The Dynasts, Hardy’s poetical summing up of his conclusions about man’s 
place in the Universe. Mr. Scott- ~James gives a satisfy ing survey of this dramatic epic. 
Hardy’s poetry has brief separate mention, but his poetic quality is kept in mind 
throughout the essay, as are his philosophy, his Wessex environment and his story- 
telling skill. In giving both knowledge and interpretation this essay shows literary 
criticism at its best. (823-8) 


Scandinavian Literature 
AN INTRODUCTION TO SCANDINAVIAN LITERATURE. 
Elias a Brita Mortensen, Ronald Popperwell. Cambridge University Press, 
27s.6d. 21-5 cm. 246 pages. Index. 
This book by fi lecturers in the Department of Scandinavian Studies at Cambridge 
fills an urgent need of very long standing, a compendious account in English of the 
three literatures of Scandinavia, with a chapter on “Old Norse Literature’, which is 
mainly Icelandic. Without degenerating into a catalogue of names and titles or 
becoming a vague survey of ‘movements’ and ‘tendencies’, the book deals at adequate 
length with the individual qualities of the principal authors down to Branner and 
Abell, Lagerkvist and Ekeléf, Sigrid Undset, Hoel and @verland and at the same 
time sketches a picture of the literary scene in the three countries of Denmark, Norway 
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and Sweden as it shifts from generation to generation. The equivalent English titles 
of the works mentioned and the translated excerpts of verse are most happily chosen.

French Literature 
THE BACKGROUND OF MODERN FRENCH POETRY. P. Mansell 
Jones. Cambridge University Press, 18s. 20-3 cm. 208 pages. Bibliographies. Indexes. 
This is a pleasantly written, albeit somewhat discursive, examination of types of 
literary and prosodical influences in French poetry from Baudelaire onwards. The 
Swedenborg, Poe and Whitman influences are studied judiciously, with on the whole 
negative results in so far as direct imitation is concerned, though French experimenters 
are shown to have attempted something technically comparable with the work of the 
American writers. The real interest of the Poe problem is rightly assessed as one of 
literary judgment. The volume includes ‘interviews’ with French poets (minor 
except for Verhaeren), a select bibliography, and throughout useful references to 
relevant critical works. (841) 


Greek Literature 
GREEK LITERATURE FOR THE MODERN READER. H. C. 
Baldry. Cambridge University Press, 18s. 19 cm. 331 pages. Endpaper map. Index. 

A vigorous and personal appreciation of classical poetry and prose frem Homer to 
Theocritus designed for the reader with no knowledge of Greek. It is especially 
valuable for a brilliant sketch of the historical, social and intellectual background of 
Ancient Greece, the lack of understanding of which so often prevents the enjoyment 
of the classics. Tragedy and comedy are given special attention as presenting the most 
difficult problems to modern audiences. Though the book does not claim to be com- 
prehensive, Professor Baldry’s taste is wide and he succeeds in analysing the forms and 
revealing a fresh awareness of every important province of Greek letters. (880) 


SOPHOCLES THE DRAMATIST. A. J. A. Waldock. Cambridge University 
Press, 16s. 19 cm. 244 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
An original and provocative study of the tragedies which attacks most of the best 
known interpretations of modern scholarship. The author opposes both the methods 
of generalization and of historical comparison in criticism, and insists on the importance 
of dramatic values and the impressions of the audience. His insight into the Sophoclean 
technique and his judgments on the Antigone and the Oedipus Tyrannus are especially 
interesting. Besides expressing his arguments with great force and authority he 
succeeds in writing of all the plays as of living performances. His conclusions will 
certainly be keenly disputed but his book is an important contribution both to scholar- 
ship and to dramatic criticism. (882)

Geography Description Travels 

MODERN GEOGRAPHERS. An Outline of Progress in Geography since 
1800 A.D. G. R. Crone. Royal Geographical Society: Murray, 3s.6d. 21-5 cm. $6 pages. 
Frontispiece. 6 portraits. Map. Bibliography. Paper bound. 

‘Geography is the basis of history’, declared Herder, and Mr. Crone begins his 

pamphlet with an interesting account of the inspiration lent by writers of the Romantic 

Movement and the French encyclopaedists from which geography rapidly developed 

into a genuine province of science. In this selective survey he pays most attention to 
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the contribution of those nations possessing an important maritime history and a global 
outlook. He summarizes the work of the great pioneers of France, the United States, 
Germany and Britain and succeeds in giving a lucid sketch of the complexity of modern 
geography and its debt to allied sciences such as geology or natural history. (910°9) 


ARRAN: with Camera and Sketchbook. V. A. Firsoff. Hale, 18s. 22-2 cm. 230 pages. 

49 photographs and 22 line drawings by the author. Folding map. References. Index. 
Arran has attracted generations of geologists, climbers, and tourists, and it is strange, 
therefore, that no comprehensive work on the island has appeared in recent years. 
Mr. Firsoff has the enthusiasm of a newly established resident and the ability to convey 
very readably his own impressions and the gist of his predecessors’ conclusions. He 
compasses with dexterity the whole story from remote geological time to the present 
day. Though it is of most interest to the climber, it is definitely a book for the general 
reader, to whom also the striking illustrations will make a strong appeal. (914°1) 


LANCASHIRE LANDSCAPE. Discoveries South of the Ribble. Jessica 
Lofthouse. Hale, 16s. 22 cm. 334 pages. Illustrations. Endpaper map. Bibliography. 
Index. 

Perhaps the best comment on this book may be borrowed from a Liverpool child, 

who said, after a day’s ramble in the author’s company: ‘I used to think Lancashire was 

all chimneys, but it is not, at least in Clitheroe. My opinion of Lancashire is more than 
words can say.’ Miss Lofthouse knows her countryside and has put in much research 
on its past history. She presents the results with an unfailing eye for a telling incident 
or a human trait. Even those who are unlikely to follow in her tracks will derive much 
entertainment from her sallies into the past. (914°2) 


SOMETHING OF MY COUNTRY. H.R. Prince William of Sweden. 
Hodge, 15s. 22 cm. 252 pages. 28 photographs. Map. Index. 
Prince William has extensive knowledge of his country and profound affection for it, 
and these are displayed on every page of this tribute to his land and his countrymen. 
The wide variety of scenery, climate, people and history, from Lapland to Skane, is 
brought out by many telling details. He emphasizes particularly the links which bind 
the lives of farmers, fishermen, and rural craftsmen to those of their forerunners. A 
genial and democratic friendliness, free from condescension, animates the book, and 
saves what is avowedly a panegyric from the faults too often encountered in works of 
this type. (914°85) 


MOUNTAINS OF TARTARY. Eric Shipton. Hodder & Stoughton, 20s. 
22-8 cm. 224 pages. 29 photographs by the author. Endpaper map. Index. 
Eric Shipton, who led the 1951 British Mount Everest Reconnaissance Expedition, 
served in 1940 and again in 1946 as British Consul-General in Kashgar, and this book 
is the record of his two journeys by different routes from India to his post and of his 
explorations in the little-known Chinese Province of Sinkiang. He describes in graphic 
detail several attempts on individual peaks (including Muztagh Ata, 24,300 ft.) and 
paints a vivid picture not only of tremendous mountain ranges and ancient caravan 
routes but also of the Kirghiz and other tribesmen who assisted, or on occasions 
hindered him on his various expeditions. (915-16) 


THE BROKEN LINK. ‘Cornet’. Bles, 12s.6d. 22 cm. 190 pages. Illustration. 


The nom de plume hides the identity of a distinguished cavalry officer of the old Indian 
Army, and this book will appeal not only to those who know India but to many 
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others. The many good stories tell of regimental life, of hunting and adventure in 
jungles, hills and mountains, and especially of the link between the Pathans of the 
North-West Frontier and the British officers of the pre-partition Army. The final 
chapter is a well-deserved tribute to the regular Indian soldier of the martial classes and 
to the wartime volunteer from the works and factories in the big cities. (915-47) 


MAURETANIA: Warrior, Man, and Woman. Sacheverell Sitwell. 3rd impres- 
sion. Duckworth, 21s. 22-2 cm. 328 pages. 21 illustrations. Index. 
Mr. Sitwell’s travel book on North Africa was first published in 1940. The principal 
journey, from Rabat in Morocco to the confines of Cyrenaica, was made in 1939, on 
the eve of momentous events. If some forecasts and comments read a little strangely 
now, this does not affect his main theme. It is the extent to which the various land- 
scapes are rooted in the past that attracts his interest and enthusiasm, particularly the 
architectural heritage—Egyptian, Roman, and Moslem. The book culminates in a 
sympathetic essay on the ruins of Leptis Magna, near Tripoli—*the model of what 
architecture can attain to in an age of extreme sophistication’, the closing years of the 
Roman world. It is the author’s feeling for history and for cultural affinities that gives 
his book its interest and value. (916-1) 


SWEET WATERS. A Chilean Farm. C. J. Lambert. Chatto & Windus, 15s. 
20°3 cm. 224 pages. 13 illustrations. 2 maps. 
These reminiscences of life on a 40,000-acre estate in central Chile are of general rather 
than purely agricultural interest. At the time of the author’s ownership, prior to his 
retirement in England, this vast farm supported a community of 1,500 people, and 
the story of their lives makes fascinating reading. There are vivid portraits of cowboys 
and other peon characters. The little-known landscape is well described, and of 
particular interest are journeys made by the author through the beautiful wilderness 
of southern Chile into Patagonia. Mr. Lambert tells of his personal experiences in work 
and play with quite good humour, and altogether he puts over an impressive account 
of this remote, but most attractive country. (918-33) 


CAPTAIN COOK IN NEW ZEALAND. Edited by A. H. and A. W. Reed. 
A. H.& A. W. Reed (Wellington, New Zealand), 30s. 25 cm. 262 pages. Illustrations. 
Map. Index. 

An outstanding feature of Cook’s first Pacific voyage was the rediscovery and charting 

of New Zealand. Cook’s account of the Endeavour’s six months in New Zealand 

waters from October 1769 is here reprinted from Wharton’s edition of Cook's 
journal with full explanatory and geographical footnotes by the editors. The dis- 
coverer’s own account of the second voyage (with supplementary material) and of the 

less significant stay during the third voyage is taken from Three Famous Voyages . . . 

There is an introductory essay on the literature of Cook by C. R. H. Taylor, Librarian, 

Alexander Turnbull Library. (919°31) 


Biography 

BEATTY OF THE CPR. D. H. Miller-Barstow. McClelland & Stewart 
(Toronto, Canada), $5.00. 23 cm. 187 pages. Illustrations. 

Sir Edward Beatty was President of the Canadian Pacific Railway, the world’s largest 

privately owned railway system, for the twenty-four years between 1918 and 1942. 

Consequently, railroad history in Canada centred largely around him. It was in this 

period that the Canadian National Railways was formed by the amalgamation and 
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taking over by the government of a number of smaller railways, many in financial 
difficulties. Sir Edward did not favour amalgamation. This biography gives a critical 
appreciation of the personality of the man, and his achievements and services to 
Canada. (92) 


THE LIFE OF VICE-ADMIRAL WILLIAM BLIGH, R.N., F.R.S. 
George Mac kaness. Revised edition. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and 
London), 50s. 24:2 cm. $73 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

A scholarly biography, this study of a much misunderstood figure in British naval and 

colonial history now appears in a revised edition twenty years after its first publication. 

Dr. Mackaness has spared no effort in his attempt to reveal the true character of Bligh, 

and in the course of his researches has incidentally uncovered much of interest to 

students of the history of the Pacific and the settlement of Australia. Numerous repro- 
ductions of contemporary prints and paintings, and facsimiles of documents, many from 

originals in the Mitchell Library, Sydney, lend added authenticity to the work. A 

comprehensive bibliography is included. (92) 


NAPOLEON BONAPARTE, HIS RISE AND FALL. J. M. Thompson. 
Blackwell (Oxford), 35s. 22-8 cm. 424 pages. 5 illustrations. References. Index. 
This account of Napoleon Bonaparte’s career necessarily covers much ground tra- 
versed by previous historians. In so doing Mr. Thompson achieves his aim of con- 
centrating on those things which are most important for the understanding of 
Napoleon. He has already translated some of Napoleon’s letters and with this corre- 
spondence as his main authority reveals Napoleon’s aims and opinions of men, 
events and policies. He maintains that Napoleon’s greatest conquest was the French 
Revolution and his enduring achievement the laws and institutions in which he adapted 
the ideas of 1789 to the traditions of monarchy. In this book, therefore, Napoleon the 
soldier does not obscure Napoleon the ruler. Mr. Thompson’s well-ordered work has 
added a welcome volume to the literature on Napoleon. (92)

First published in 1946 as The Hooded Hawk, this biography of Dr. Johnson’s great 

biographer is now reissued with some minor corrections from the latest evidence. 

Mr. Wyndham Lewis writes with his usual gusto and vivacity, a considerable know- 

edge of the period, and a clear-sighted affection for Boswell, so that the man and his 

ledge of the j 1, and a cl ghted aff for Boswell, so that th d} 

surroundings are vividly presented. (92) 


THE LIFE AND LOYALTIES OF THOMAS BRUCE. The Earl of 
Cardigan. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 21s. 22-2 cm. 313 pages. 8 plates including 
portraits. Genealogical tables. Index. 

A biography of Thomas, Earl of Ailesbury and Elgin (1656-1741), Gentleman of the 

Bedchamber to Charles II and James II. The Ailesbury memoirs are valued by his- 

torians of the late seventeenth century but little has hitherto been written on Lord 

Bruce himself, a simple, loyal and interesting Tory and Jacobite. This account of him 

follows his happy private life and his public career at court until the revolution of 

1688, after which he exiled himself with James II. He was thrown into the Tower by 

William of Orange and from 1698 lived in exile in Brussels until his death. As the 
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politician which his sense of duty constrained him to be he was a failure, but he 
emerges from this pleasing biography by his descendant as a sturdy, plain-spoken, 
good man. (92) 


THE MAGIC OF MY YOUTH. Arthur Calder-Marshall. Hart-Davis, 12s.6d. 
20°9 cm. 226 pages. 
Largely inspired by his contacts, direct and indirect, with that farcically sinister 
magician, the late Aleister Crowley, Mr. Calder-Marshall’s reminiscences of a lively 
adolescence in the twenties are magic both in subject and method. His fascinated yet 
ironic impression of the fantastic “Beast of the Revelation’ is evoked by a technique of 
creative recollection which is extended to all the other inflated characters of an under- 
graduate’s world. Mr. Calder-Marshall’s confessed unreliability as to fact curiously 
enhances his effect of imaginative truth. (92) 


MEMOIRS OF THE LIFE OF JOHN CONSTABLE. C. R. Leslie. 
Edited by Jonathan Mayne. Phaidon Press, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 450 pages. Portrait frontis- 
piece. 58 plates (14 in colour). 15 illustrations in text. Bibliography. Index. (Phaidon 
Pocket Series) 

Leslie’s Life of Constable (1776-1837), compiled mainly from the artist’s letters, is the 

starting-point for any study of the greatest English landscape-painter. This new edition 

by Jonathan Mayne, Assistant Keeper of Paintings, Victoria and Albert Museum, 

London, is an exact and accurate transcription of the second (1845) edition of Leslie’s 

book. It contains a short introduction, useful, factual notes and a detailed catalogue of 

the illustrations which have been chosen by the editor. (92) 


THE JOURNAL OF EUGENE DELACROIX. A selection edited, with 
an introduction, by Hubert Wellington. Translated from the French by Lucy 
Norton. Phaidon Press, 21s. 19 cm. $40 pages. 80 plates. Bibliography. Index. 
(Phaidon Pocket Series) 

The Journal of Eugéne Delacroix (1798-1863) is a source-book for the romantic period 

in France and a standard work on nineteenth-century painting. His feverish activity 

found expression in exciting, disturbing pictures, and in the Journal which he kept for 
many years. Mr. Wellington’s selection (in a new translation), scrupulously edited 
and produced, has been prepared from the three-volume French edition (1932) by 

André Joubin. It contains about one half of the complete text, the long extracts from 

books and reviews and technical discussions on pigments being omitted. Printed on 

India paper this volume is pleasant to read and handle, with a selection of well-chosen 

plates. It takes its place among the other classics of art literature which the Phaidon 

Press is reissuing for English readers. (92) 


PANZER LEADER. Heinz Guderian. Translated from the German by Constan- 
tine Fitzgibbon. Michael Joseph, 35s. 23-4 cm. $28 pages. 23 illustrations. 37 maps. 
Index. 

The detailed personal story of one of Hitler’s outstanding military leaders during the 

Second World War and an important contribution to the literature of the military 

history of Nazi Germany. General Guderian was responsible for the development of 

Germany's armoured forces before the war, in which he held liigh command in the 

beginning and finally became Chief of the General Staff. Apart from its importance as 

a detailed study of the problems of modern warfare, the book is also of extreme interest 
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to both the layman and the student of politics. It is simply and lucidly—written. 
Captain Liddell Hart, the British military historian, provides the Foreword whith, 
he rightly describes Guderian’s account of the 1941 advance into RasSig’as the best 
available. a. (92) 
PALOMA. Mrs. Robert Henrey. Dent, 15s. 21-8 cm. 270 pages Frontispiece. 

Mrs. Robert Henrey, whose recent autobiography of a French childhGod was one of 
the most fascinating of recent years, here describes a curious friendship»with an exiled 
Frenchwoman which was cemented in London’s Green Park during some leisure 
moments of the last war. Madame Paloma, a Burgundian peasant by origin, an ex- 
Gaiety girl, and finally a woman who had made her family’s fortune by her beauty 
and charm, is at this stage an elderly eccentric with a biting tongue, an unrivalled 
capacity for exploitation and an extraordinary power to entrance her victims. So 
lovingly does Mrs. Henrey portray this adamantine siren that the reader himself is 
willingly seduced. (92) 


THE THREE IBSENS. Memories of Henrik Ibsen, Suzannah Ibsen and Sigurd 
Ibsen. Bergliot Ibsen. Translated from the Norwegian by Gerik Schjelderup. 
Hutchinson, 15s. 22-2 cm. 184 pages. 11 illustrations. 

The daughter of another great Norwegian writer, Bjérnson, Fru Bergliot Ibsen, 

daughter-in-law of the dramatist, is admirably equipped to write the intimate story of 

the Ibsen household, father, wife and son. Quiet, restrained and self-effacing, she 
writes very sensibly and illuminatingly of the exiled family in its German and Italian 
seclusion. No amount of filial piety can disguise the coldness and reserve of Ibsen’s 
character or the stoicism required of his wife, but this loving and respectful portrait is 
a useful corrective to harsher judgments. (92) 


HERE I STAND. A Biography of Martin Luther. Roland H. Bainton. Hodder & 
Stoughton, 20s. 22-8 cm. 422 pages. Over 100 illustrations including facsimiles. 
Chronology. Bibliography. Index. 

The Titus Professor of Ecclesiastical History at Yale Divinity School is a specialist in 

Reformation history. His sound biography of Martin Luther (1483-1546), based on 

scholarly research, is popular in treatment and entertaining in spite of a rather pedes- 

trian style. It makes clear the theological problems and disputes in which Luther was 
involved and gives full extracts from his writings. The fascinating illustrations are 
drawn from Dr. Bainton’s collection of medieval and Renaissance drawings, wood- 

cuts and engravings. (92) 


THE LETTERS OF ELIZABETH MYERS. With a biographical introduc- 
tion and some comments on her books by her husband Littleton C. Powys. 
Chapman & Hall, 18s. 22-2 cm. 347 pages. 2 portraits. Facsimile letter. 

Elizabeth Myers (1912-47) had a genius for love and friendship and for eager enjoy- 

ment of everything good in life, with a full sense of its mystical significance; a twen- 

tieth-century Traherne turned novelist. Her Christian purpose—she was a Catholic— 
inspired her work without limiting it. She lived and wrote with the tubercular 
intensity of Keats and Stevenson, and she died with even less of her work accom- 
plished, having published some essays and stories and three novels of brilliant promise 

—A Well Full of Leaves, The Basilisk, and Mrs. Christopher—and leaving a fourth, The 

Governor, unfinished. These welcome (and well edited) letters to Walter de la Mare, 

Eleanor Farjeon, Richard Church, J. C. Powys, Wilson Midgley, Campbell Nairne 

and other friends, have the fine original quality of all her writings. (92) 
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TRAIL OF AN ARTIST-NATURALIST. The Autobiography of Ernest 
Thompson Seton. Hodder & Stoughton, 15s. 20-9 cm. 320 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 
44 illustrations. Index. 

The author emigrated from England in 1866 and spent most of his long life in Canada 

and the United States (he died in 1946, though the book does not mention the fact). 

His struggles to become one of the foremost natural history artists and story-tellers via 

phases of pioncer farming on the prairies and studying art impecuniously in London 

are vividly, if ostentatiously, told. Wisely he deals with the struggles in this book and 
leaves aside the years of success. His nature observation is acute and inspired and his 
serious work was mainly careful description of mammals and birds of the ‘new’ 

continent, in conjunction with museum staff. (92) 


THE NUN OF LEBANON. The Love Affair of Lady Hester Stanhope and 
* Michael Bruce. The newly discovered letters edited by Ian Bruce. Collins, 215. 
22°2 cm. 415 pages. 4 illustrations. Index. 
This collection of letters, hitherto jealously guarded by the Bruce family, is certainly 
one of the most remarkable literary discoveries of recent years. The heroine, a descen- 
dant of Lord Chesterfield and of the Earl of Chatham, the chatelaine of her uncle 
William Pitt, and later, as an Oriental traveller, revered by the Arabs as Queen of 
Palmyra, was an immensely gifted woman, whose circumstances and character seemed 
to combine to frustrate her powers. The record of correspondence exchanged between 
her youthful and adventurous lover, Michael Bruce, his father and herself, is an 
enthralling narrative, entertaining and tragic by turns, and even in an age of great 
letter writers Lady Hester is revealed as a commanding figure. Brigadier Bruce’s 
accompanying notes are for the most part admirably clear. (92) 


THACKERAY’S DAUGHTER. Some Recollections of Anne Thackeray 
Ritchie. Compiled by Hester Thackeray Fuller and Violet Hammersley. Euphorion 
Books (Dublin), 12s.6d. 19 cm. 182 pages. Frontispiece. Index. 

These extracts from the memoirs and other writings of Anne Thackeray Ritchie 

(1837-1919), Thackeray’s daughter, are skilfully chosen, arranged and linked to form 

a continuous story of her life. They throw sidelights on Thackeray’s domestic and 

literary life, but, above all, possess a charm resting in the author's unwitting and 

winning revelation of herself. The story evokes both a personality and an age, for the 
writer had a retentive memory and the ability to give precision to the essentials of her 
impressions, which she recorded with grace and felicity. Her novels, essays and bio- 
graphical prefaces to her father’s work were widely acclaimed in her day. The taste 
of her quality afforded by this book will set the modern reader seeking more of her 
work. (92) 


MADAME TUSSAUD. Leonard Cottrell. Evans Bros., 15s. 22-2 cm. 194 pages. 
28 illustrations. Index. 
This book places in their historical setting the origin and development of Madame 
Tussaud’s Exhibition and of the life and work of its foundress (1760-1850). After 
surveying the history of wax modelling and the vogue of waxwork exhibitions, the 
author describes vividly the troublous times of Madame Tussaud’s early life in Paris 
under the tutelage of her uncle and the patronage of the Court, when the chief 
personages of the French Revolution provided her with subjects for her most famous 
early models. After 1802 she is seen travelling in the British Isles with her Exhibition 
gaining further fame as a museum of historical relics. The last part of the book shows 
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the recent history of the Exhibition as a London institution. This well-told, interesting 
story should prove very popular. (92) 


A BIOGRAPHICAL DICTIONARY OF THE ANGLO-EGYPTIAN 
SUDAN. Richard Hill. Oxford University Press, 42s. 22-5 cm. 407 pages. 

This, the first work of its kind in English, contains some 1,900 short notices of people 

of all nationalities, dead before 1948, who have made some contribution to the story 

of the Sudan. Much use has been made of Arabic sources. The author has already 

published the standard bibliography of the Sudan. (920) 


Ancient History 
THE GREEKS IN BACTRIA AND INDIA. W. W. Tarn. 2nd edition. 
Cambridge University Press, $08. 24 cm. $85 pages. Plate. 3 maps. Indexes. 

Dr. Tarn’s learned and penetrating study of the Hellenistic principalities established 
by the Euthydemid dynasty in Iran and Northern India was generally welcomed by 
scholars on its first appearance in 1938. It is now made available again in a second 
edition which reproduces the text of the first edition, advances in our knowledge since 
1938 being indicated in some twenty pages of Addenda. (939°64) 


Europe 

A HISTORY OF EUROPE FROM 1715 TO 1814. W.F. Reddaway. 
4th edition. Methuen, 25s. 22-2 cm. $72 pages. 17 maps. 6 genealogical tables. 
Bibliography. Index. (Methuen’s History of Medieval and Modern Europe) 

A reprint of an excellent history, first published in 1936 and revised in 1941. Arranged 

chronologically, it deals with Europe as a whole rather than with the constituent 

nations. The influence of Russia and America is stressed. There are chapters on culture, 

diplomacy and war; Napoleon's reorganization of power on the Continent is dealt 

with at length. A bibliographical note is attached to each chapter. (940-2) 


THE LETTERS OF PRIVATE WHEELER, 1809-1828. Edited, with 
a foreword, by Captain B. H. Liddell Hart. Michael Joseph, 18s. 22-2 cm. 287 pages. 
Frontispiece facsimile and facsimile on endpapers. Index. 

These recently discovered letters were written home to his family in Bath by Serjeant 

William Wheeler of the 51st Regiment of Foot during his nineteen years of service in 

the Army. He took part in the Walcheren expedition, in the Peninsular War, in the 

final campaign in Flanders and in the occupation of the Ionian Islands. On his retire- 
ment he copied his letters into a note-book. The editor, an eminent military historian, 
rightly describes them as unique. ‘They provide a living picture of war in the days of 

**the thin red line” as seen through the eyes of the man in the ranks and at the time he 

saw it.” Whecler’s style is colloquial, colourful and forceful. (940-27)

THE ITALIAN CAMPAIGN, 12th December 1944 to 2nd May 1945. A 
Report to the Combined Chiefs of Staff by the Supreme Allied Commander 
Mediterranean, Ficld-Marshal the Viscount Alexander of Tunis. H.M. Stationery 
Office, 3s. 244 cm. 66 pages. 3 coloured maps. Tables. Paper bound. 

The fourth and final official report on the Italian campaign; previous reports covered 

the period from 8 January 1944 to 11 December 1944 and were written by Field- 

Marshal Lord Wilson. After a review of the battles of August, September and October, 

Lord Alexander estimates the strategic situation and tactical dispositions of both sides 

as they stood on the day he took command, 12 December 1944. He then details the 
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operations which led to the main offensive and to the first German capitulation of the 
war. Four of the appendices show the Orders of Battle and the fifth describes the 
negotiations for the surrender. (940-542) 


Britain 
BRISTOL. Tudor Edwards. Batsford, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 96 pages. $1 illustrations. Plan. 
Bibliography. Index. (British Cities) 

Mr. Edwards makes large claims for Bristol and its contribution to British life, and 
gives substantial backing to them in this closely packed book. Though he glances from 
time to time at the manifold aspects of the city’s life, his main interest is architectural. 
His facts are enlivened by brief, illuminating comments, both on the buildings and 
their creators. Much has unfortunately been destroyed by bombing, but enough re- 
mains to attract the visitor and to inspire those charged with rebuilding. Mr. Edwards 
has not overlooked the often neglected interest of Georgian Clifton. No intelligent 
visitor should neglect to take this book with him. (942) 


TRANSATLANTIC EXCHANGES. Cross-Currents of Anglo-American 
Opinion in the Nineteenth Century. Selected and introduced by Yvonne ffrench. 
Sidgwick & Jackson, 16s. 19 cm. 255 pages. 12 plates. 

This anthology of short extracts, chronologically arranged, illustrates what the 

Americans thought about the people of Britain and the British about the Americans. 

The extracts are mainly gathered from the memoirs and travel notes of authors, from 

Thomas Paine to George Bernard Shaw and from John Quincy Adams to Henry 

Adams. (942) 


WESTMINSTER HALL. Hilary St. George Saunders. Michael Joseph, 21s. 
22°2 cm. 335 pages. 16 plates. Endpaper plan. Bibliography. Index. 
Westminster Hall is part of the Houses of Parliament. It was begun by William Rufus 
in the eleventh century and the Great Hall, nearly 240 feet long and 68 feet wide, with 
its glorious hammer-beam roof, is still very much as it was when it was completed in 
1400, the masterpiece of the supreme medieval craftsmen in stone and wood, Yevele 
and Herland. In this hall kings have banqueted or lain in state, the trial of Charles I 
took place, and statesmen and noblemen have faced their judges. The late Hilary St. 
George Saunders, until recently Librarian of the House of Commons, was a versatile 
writer, known especially as an historian of aspects of the Second World War. His last 
fine book combines his gift for vivid historical narrative and his expert knowledge of 
his material. (942-1) 


Scandinavia 
THE SCANDINAVIAN STATES AND FINLAND. Royal Institute of 
International Affairs, 21s. 22-8 cm. 320 pages. 4 maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Four experts under the direction of Mr. G. M. Gathorne-Hardy have successfully 
discharged the commission entrusted to them by the Royal Institute of International 
Affairs to prepare this political and economic survey of present-day Denmark (includ- 
ing the Faroe Islands and Greenland), Finland, Iceland, Norway and Sweden, with a 
certain minimum of geographical and historical data. The well-annotated statistics, 
which wherever possible include 1950, make it an invaluable handbook for an 
publicist wishing to speak or write with authority on the present social, political, 
commercial and industrial condition of the five northern countries with their depen- 
dencies. (948) 
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Bechuanaland 
BECHUANALAND PROTECTORATE. Reports of Observers on the 
Attitude of the Bamangwato Tribe to the Return of Tshekedi Khama to the 
Bamangwato Reserve. Commonwealth Relations Office. H.M Stationery Office, 94. 
24°4 cm. 18 pages. Paper bound. (Command Paper 8423) 
A mission of three observers was sent to Bechuanaland in mid-1951 to test the opinion 
of the Bamangwato people as to whether Tshekedi Khama, now excluded from the 
country, should be allowed to return. The mission attracted considerable press pub- 
licity at an earlier stage, which tended to anticipate its published report. The com- 
mission itself found it difficult to reach agreement, so that there are, in effect, two 
reports. The question of the position of Seretse Khama was outside their terms of 
reference, though both agree that it would be difficult for Tshekedi to return unless 
Seretse resumed his place as chief of the tribe. On this, reference back should be made to 
the White Paper of March 1950, Command Paper 7913. (968-1) 


Australia 

THE TERRITORY. Ernestine Hill. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and 
London), 25s. 22°8 cm. 454 pages. Decorations by Elizabeth Durack. Map. Index. 

A ‘saga of the silent pioneers’ of a rich but undeveloped territory in Australia whose 
chequered history has been mostly one of disappointments, Mrs. Hill’s book re- 
creates the atmosphere of this strange country. History is illustrated with anecdote, 
bringing to life the cattlemen, buffalo hunters and natives who form such a large part 
of the population of the Northern Territory; and the author's gift for vivid descrip- 
tion enables her to hold the reader’s attention throughout a book that is longer than 
most of its type. The decorations are by an accomplished artist who also knows the 
country at first hand. (994°29) 


FICTION 


PANORAMA. Phyllis Bentley. Gollancz, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 287 pages. 

Five of the seven stories in this book are concerned with hate, and even the remaining 
two have a background of pain and struggle. The action of all the stories takes place 
in the West Riding of Yorkshire, a region that Miss Bentley knows well, and range in 
time from the sixteenth century to the present day, so forming a ‘pageant history’ of 
the district. The tales naturally vary in quality, but three of them—all dealing with the 
woollen trade—A Bag of Silver, One Night in Bradford and Angram Folly are truly 
excellent. 


CREATURES GREAT AND SMALL. Creature Conversations, Other Creatures, 
Creature Comfort. Colette. Translated from the French by Enid McLeod. Secker & 
Warburg, 12s.6d. 19-3 cm. 322 pages. 

Madame Colette is a charming observer of sophisticated town life and it is not 
surprising that when she turns her shrewd gaze from human beings to animals it should 
be urban animals which mostly attract her attention. In these three animal books most 
of the tales are about cats and dogs of aristocratic breed, though a few vulgar birds, 
reptiles, and insects, occasionally intrude. Many of the stories are delightful, especially 
the short anecdotes: these are perfectly executed. 


THE PRIVATEER. Gordon Daviot. Peter Davies, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 254 pages. 


The author of the well-known play Richard of Bordeaux here turns her attention to 
Henry Morgan (c. 1635-88), the famous Welsh privateer (attacked for his methods 
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by his first biographer) whose name brought fear to the Spaniards throughout the 
Caribbean and who was eventually knighted by Charles II and appointed lieutenant- 
governor of Jamaica. Gordon Daviot presents him as a brilliant leader, courageous, 
daring and resourceful—all of which he undoubtedly was—and firmly removes the 
stigma of cruelty which has sullied his name. Her descriptions of the taking of the 
almost impregnable Puerto Bello and of the arduous assault on Panama are brilliant 
pieces of controlled writing that drive home both the outstanding nature and the thrill 
of these achievements. This is what an historical novel should be, a persuasive blend 
of the imaginative and the authentic that does not falsify fact but illuminates it. 


THE HOUSE OF BREATH. William Goyen. Chatto & Windus, 10s.6d. 
19°5 cm. 223 pages. 
This is an American novel—the author’s first—of very unusual quality. It is, in effect, 
a long soliloquy in which the narrator speaks of his boyhood home. His native village— 
called Charity—was in Texas, and in the form of reminiscence and poetic apostrophe 
the people, animals, woods, and rivers of the neighbourhood are re-created with an 
imaginative intensity that gives them a significance beyond the limits of time and 
space. At present Mr. Goyen’s style is over-exuberant, but he is unmistakably a writer 
of considerable power. 


MORNING JOURNEY. James Hilton. Macmillan, 12s.6d. 19-5 cm. 381 pages. 


Mr. Hilton has used his experience as a script-writer in Hollywood to produce a story 
about that astonishing city which has the air of complete authenticity. It is, in the 
main, a study of the old type of egotistical, flamboyant film director who, owing to 
changing fashions in social values and film techniques, finds himself no longer wanted, 
while the stars he created continue to shine brightly. Mr. Hilton tells a good story, 
and has a shrewd understanding of the psychology of his characters. 


THE ENIGMA OF CONRAD STONE. Claude Houghton. Collins, 10s.6d. 
20°3 cm. 252 pages. 

Mr. Houghton is much exercised by modern ills and in this novel he shows the effect 
of some of them upon a group of people who, for better or worse, have come under 
the influence of the late Conrad Stone, a criminologist of powerful personality. These 
people all converge upon a young man who has inherited Stone’s private papers, with 
results fortunate for some and less so for others. The book is an interesting study of 
maladjustment, skilfully manceuvred to increase suspense chapter by chapter (a little 
overwhelmingly, perhaps) and ending on an interrogative note reminiscent of the 
novel that established the author’s reputation, I am Jonathan Scrivener. 


CATHERINE CARTER. Pamela Hansford Johnson. Macmillan, 12s.6d. 
20°3 cm. 480 pages. 
This is a fascinating study of a great actor of the Victorian era and the girl whom he 
first helped, then loved (and lost for a while) and later resisted when she sought to 
share the limelight with him as his equal. It has the feel of the theatre, and conjures up 
with unobtrusive skill the world of gaslight and hansom cabs, strict convention and 
moral rectitude. Of the two chief characters, affectionately conceived and firmly 
drawn, the actor, established in theatrical stature and magnetism, is the more com- 
pelling portrait. The book not only gives some insight into the theatre of the time, it 


is a sensitive and moving love story, and in its dual nature will happily engross a great 
many people. 








ANYWHERE ELSE. H. J. Kaplan. Secker & Warburg, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 224 pages. 


The author of The Plenipotentiaries has here provided not so much a study of character 
as of the mystery that each individual presents to himself and to other people. His 
hero is a middle-aged American delegate to an economic conference in Paris; he is 
something of a scholar; he has been tolerably married for some years. But, in Rim- 
baud’s words, “La vraie vie est ailleurs’, and during a momentous evening spent 
in the Parisian cafés and back streets Clifford pursues a voyage of discovery iato the 
true nature of his destiny, and into the meaning of his own life viewed in an absolute 
perspective. This sprightly, adult, masculine little tale assumes an almost Kafka-like 
intensity as it draws to its somewhat ironical close. 


LUCY CARMICHAEL. Margaret Kennedy. Macmillan, 12s.6d. 
400 pages. 

Miss Kennedy has such a sparkling and swiftly moving style and so light a touch that 
the careless reader may well miss the many little subtleties of character, situation and 
social observation that lie just under the surface of her study of the feminine character. 
Lucy Carmichael is a cultivated, warm-hearted girl; jilted at the altar she goes, as 
Assistant Dramatic Director, to a cultural centre in the country. The aims of this 
establishment founded with high community ideals have already been distorted; they 
are in process of becoming more so. For long, Lucy moves among the many denizens 
of Ravonsbridge with the innocence and charm that only the pure in heart can com- 
mand—but not for ever. This book offers delightful entertainment and something 
rather more—for the author has no illusions about the little rackets of modern life or 
about human nature, whether it be despicable or endearing. 


THE VILLAGE. Marghanita Laski. Cresset Press, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 275 pages. 

Marghanita Laski possesses the happy knack of providing light reading that is also 
intelligent. Her fourth novel is a study of class consciousness in a village some twenty 
miles from London and rapidly changing its character in post-war England. Using a 
wide canvas she portrays amusingly but without malice the subtle nuances of snobbery 
that exist between the impoverished gentry, the rich business people, the well-to-do 
tradespeople and the even more prosperous working classes. The love story of two 
simple and decent young people—the daughter of a ‘penniless Major and a working- 


class lad in a highly paid trade—so fraught with difficulties, is handled with both 
sympathy and shrewdness.

ROTTING HILL. Wyndham Lewis. Methuen, 14s. 19 cm. 319 pages. 

Mr. Wyndham Lewis's new work of fiction—his first for several years—consists of 
ten stories and sketches. Describing encounters and conversations with people of many 
different kinds, they are accounts of contemporary life by an observer with a very 
specific viewpoint: he is a man who sees the England of today as a ‘rotting hill’ of 
‘atomic politics, national bankruptcy, murderous taxation, black-market immunity, 
jobbery’ existing in a world of inflation and populations drained of hope. He des- 
cribes this “hill’ in prose which is pungent, powerful, clear, malicious, and witty. The 
book is, however, not primarily a satirical or political book, but an essay in values— 
the values of living, design, manufacture. Seeing little hope in Socialism and none in 
Communism, Mr. Lewis offers nothing to replace them, unless it is a Christianity 
made vigorous by a return to poverty. 


THE VALLEYS BEYOND. E. V. Timms. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, 
and London), 15s. 22-2 cm. 276 pages. 


This novel is the fourth in the author’s sequence presenting the story of the settlement 
and opening up of Australia. The scene is set in New South Wales as it was in 1841. 
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There are brief glimpses of Sydney and Port Phillip, but for the most part the action 
takes place in a sparsely settled area far from the towns. This is a dramatic account 
telling of the hardships of the pioneers, and emphasizing, as a central theme, the force 
of class distinction in the carly days of the colony. 


THE PILLAR. David Walker. Collins, 12s.6d. 20-3 cm. 319 pages. 

This is a novel about six British prisoners-of-war in a German Oflag. With consider- 
able skill and sympathy Mr. Walker outlines the character of each, with snatches of 
peacetime and battle experience, and shows their different reactions to the boring 
routine of the prison camp, where the only real interest is in attempts to escape. “The 
Pillar’ of the title is the sense of comradeship which gives these men strength to 
survive under such circumstances.

FIESTA. Ernest Hemingway. Pan Books, 2s. 18 cm. 192 pages. Paper bound. 
Published in America as The Sun Also Rises, this book first appeared in Britain in 1927. 
This study in disillusion and in impotence—physical, moral and spiritual—concerns a 
small group of Americans and an Englishwoman; bored, boring and perpetually drunk, 
they drift between Paris and Spain. The famous Hemingway manner—laconic, and 
by turns hypertough and sentimental—has been responsible for much bad writing on 
both sides of the Atlantic. The work has now some interest as a period piece. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 

Fiction 

FAMILY PLAYBILL. Pamela Brown. Nelson, 8s.6d. 20.8 cm. 256 pages. 

Coloured frontispiece and 9 black-and-white illustrations by Marcia Lane Foster. 

Girls from ten to fourteen who have enjoyed Pamela Brown’s several stories of 
children in modern theatrical life will welcome this new book with its less usual 
setting in early Victorian times. It tells in a vivacious manner of the fortunes of a 
family of ‘troupers’ with the stage in their blood, who tour the provinces playing 
Shakespeare or slap-stick comedy as the occasion demands, sometimes penniless, 
sometimes rather less so. The pretty elder daughter is the hope of the family, but her 
aim is only to marry well. It is the younger steady girl who shows herself to be their 
chief asset. 


AZTEC GOLD. Peter Dawlish. Oxford University Press, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 270 pages. 
16 illustrations by P. A. Jobson. 

Mr. Dawlish has given a racy period flavour to his tale of robust adventure on the high 
seas and in the land of the Aztecs in the year 1577. His hero, writing—as tradition 
demands—in the first person, describes how, much against the grain, he uproots 
himself from his Devonshire farm to rescue his brother held prisoner on South 
American shores. The difficulties encountered by himself and his companions are hair- 
raising indeed, and boys from thirteen onwards should enjoy this exciting yarn. 


TALES FROM GRIMM. Freely translated by Wanda G4g. Reprint. Faber, 
12s.6d. 22 cm. 248 pages. Coloured frontispiece, 6 full-page illustrations and 
drawings in text by Wanda Gag. Glossary. 

This well produced book (which first appeared in 1937) contains sixtcen tales trans- 

lated from the original German of the Grimm brothers. A nice balance is maintained 

between the very well known and the less familiar, and the style is always lively and 
discreet. 
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Non-Fiction 

FIELD-MARSHAIL THE VISCOUNT MONTGOMERY OF 
ALAMEIN: His Life. Lady Peacock. Hutchinson, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 132 pages. 
Portrait frontispiece (in colour). 66 illustrations. 2 maps. 

This intimate life story of the great soldier is told mainly for the older child. It is 

fully illustrated and several of the picturcs have been drawn from family albums, which 

have been placed at the author’s disposal. Montgomery himself examined the text and 

corrected any factual errors, but this did not prevent Lady Peacock from dealing 

frankly with the aspects of his character and methods which have given rise to 

criticism. The military details of the campaigns are presented simply and clearly. 


BEHIND THE CURTAIN. An Introduction to the Theatre. Laurence 
Thompson. Ward, Lock, 12s.6d. 20-9 cm. 128 pages. Frontispiece. 22 illustrations. 
Index. 

The author was given access to the Old Vic School of Acting in London to study the 
rehearsals of As You Like It by the Young Vic company, whose performances are 
intended for children’s audiences. Mr. Thompson has given a long and detailed 
description of the rehearsal, taking it from the beginning, and although his book is not 
intended for practical instruction, young people interested in the theatre (from four- 
teen upwards) can learn much about all the processes of the production of a play. 


MONTROSE. C. V. Wedgwood. Collins, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 158 pages. Frontispiece. 
4 maps. (Brief Lives) 

In this account (primarily intended for older children but of value to the adult also) 
of the Marquis of Montrose (1612-50) the author disentangles him from the legends 
his character and exploits naturally created, and from the conflicting accounts of him 
given by his friends and his enemics. Miss Wedgwood seizes and elucidates the clue 
to his career; his support of the Covenanters against Charles I’s religious tyranny, and 
his subsequent championship of this king against the control of Scottish affairs by a 
ruthless “junto” which the Covenanters’ success had brought into power. Miss 
Wedgwood, with her well known skill as historian and writer, vividly portrays a 
great man and gives a valuable survey of an important period of British history. 


PAGANINI. Master of Strings. Opal Wheeler. Faber, 12s.6d. 24-3 cm. 159 pages. 

Illustrations by Henry S. Gillette. Musical examples. (Great Musicians) 
This American account of the life of Niccolé Paganini (1782-1840) is suitable for 
children from nine to twelve. The style is somewhat gushing and sentimental, but the 
career of this virtuoso violinist—from humble beginnings in Genoa to world fame—is 
certainly a ‘success story’ par excellence, and young readers can learn something from 
this tale, which is told in a lively manner. The book contains the music of two melodies 
from Paganini’s first concerto. 
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
